Deputy  City  Attorney  James  B.  Brasil  gave  a  short  explanation 
of  Resolution  No.  68-0368,  ratification  of  exceptions  filed  by 
the  City  Attorney  in  the  Transpacific  Case,  CAB  Docket  16242. 

With  the  concurrence  of  George  F.  Hansen,  Mr.  Brasil  filed  ex- 
ceptions on  the  following  three  points? 

1.  The  Examiner's  recommendation  that  the  public 
convenience  and  necessity  require  a  greater 
number  of  carriers  to  provide  non-stop  service 
between  New  York  and  Hawaii  than  between  the 
California  gateways  and  Hawaii. 

2.  The  Examiner's  failure  to  recommend  the  desig- 
nation of  San  Francisco  and  Los  Angeles  as 
mainland  coterminal  points  on  new  routes  from 
the  mainland,  non-stop  and  via  Hawaii,  to  the 
South  Pacific. 

3.  The  Examiner's  failure  to  recommend  the  desig- 
nation of  a  sufficient  number  of  East  Coast 
points  having  unrestricted  stopover  privileges 
at  the  California  gateways  for  passengers 
traveling  to  and  from  Hawaii  and  the  Orient. 

Mr.  Brasil  said  this  position  would  put  San  Francisco  in  line 
with  the  other  cities  and  Los  Angeles.     San  Francisco  and  Los 
Angeles  both  want  to  avoid  over-flights.     Briefs  are  to  be  on 
file  in  Washington,  D.  C,  by  May  26.    Oral  hearings  are  sched- 
uled   for  June  10. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  the  importance  of  the  Commission's  action 
last  year  in  authorizing  the  employment  of  Edward  A.  McDermott 
of  the  Washington  D.  C.  law  firm  of  Hogan  &  Hartson,  to  assist 
the  City  Attorney  with  these  hearings  in  Washington,  D.C.

With  regard  to  Resolution  No.  68-0370,  approving  the  recom- 
mendation that  an  airport  sewage  treatment  plant  be  constructed 
with  financing  from  Airport  revenues,  Mr.  Hansen  stated  the  de- 
cision followed  unsuccessful  negotiations  with  South  San  Fran- 
cisco and  San  Bruno  for  joint  operation  of  a  sewage  treatment 
plant. 

Mr.  Hansen  said  full  details  were  included  in  memoranda  submitted 
to  the  Commission. 
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The  cost  of  constructing  a  complete  sewage  treatment  plant  at 
the  Airport  has  been  estimated  at  $2,030,000.    There  is  the 
possibility  of  receiving  up  to  30  per  cent  federal  aid.

Water  Service  Agreement,  Water  Department  General  Manager  and 
Chief  Engineer  Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.,  said  the  extension  was  to  be 
on  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  pending  final  action  on  Coast- 
wide  County's  application  for  a  new  water  service  agreement. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  department  is  working  on  a  report  to  the 
Commission  on  the  water  service  in  the  overall  system  -  supply 
and  demand  -  and  this  extension  is  to  continue  service  of  water 
to  Coastwide  until  the  study  is  completed.    Mr.  Frye  anticipated 
the  report  would  be  available  in  the  next  couple  of  months. 

Thereupon  Commissioner  Rousseau  requested  a  date  be  set  limiting 
the  extension  period,  and  suggested  a  90-day  extension. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  prefer  the  extension  be  for  a  6-month 
period?  Mr.  Frye  concurred. 

Commissioner  Goldman  felt  that  before  the  Coastwide  water  service 
agreement  is  presented  to  the  Commission  for  another  20-year  ex- 
tension, there  should  be  a  rate  schedule.    Mr.  Frye  said  he  did 
not  believe  that  rates  would  affect  this  agreeement,  as  much  as 
it  would  be  a  matter  of  supply. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  Mayor  Alioto  is  interested  and  has  asked 
for  a  water  service  rate  study  by  the  Water  Department.  The 
Department  will  come  up  with  a  definite  recommendation  regarding 
increases  for  certain  types  of  customers.    The  last  rate  change 
was  in  1960. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  then  moved  the  resolution  be  amended  to 
include  a  6-month  period  for  the  extension,  ending  October  31, 
1968?  Commissioner  Goldman  seconded?  and  Resolution  No.  68-0376 
was  unanimously  adopted  as  amended.

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  special  meeting  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  was  called  as  a  result  of  actions  taken 
by  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  at  its 
budget  meeting  of  May  7,  1968.     He  called  upon  Finance  Bureau 
Director  William  J.  Dwyer  to  report  on  that  meeting. 

Mr.  Dwyer  explained  that  the  topic  of  consideration  was  the  $2 
million  item  in  the  Municipal  Railway  budget  for  the  non-profit 
financing  of  vehicles.     The  Finance  Committee  said  they  did  not 
think  they  could  add  another  $2  million  to  the  tax  rate  to  pay 
for  this  financing.     They  said  they  would  consider  leaving  the 
$2  million  in  the  budget  if  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
would  transfer  surpluses  from  other  utilities  in  that  amount, 
or  would  consider  a  Municipal  Railway  rate  increase  to  cover  the 
$2  million.    Failing  to  adopt  either  one  of  these  alternates, 
the  Finance  Committee  said  that  in  all  conscience,  it  would 
have  to  take  the  $2  million  out  of  the  Municipal  Railway  budget. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  Mr.  Carr  to  review  the  position 
the  Utilities  Commission  would  be  in  if  other  funds  were  taken 
for  this  purpose  from  the  other  utilities. 

Mr.  Carr  said  that  a  week  previously  when  appearing  before  the 
Finance  Committee,  the  subject  came  up  whether  there  should  be 
a  fare  increase  at  the  same  time  the  Municipal  Railway  received 
this  appropriation  of  $2  million.    Mr.  Carr  said  he  pointed  out 
to  them  a  fare  increase  was  a  very  complex  subject.     It  was  not 
merely  a  question  of  arithmetic — it  was  a  question  of  the  economic 
factor  of  shopping  centers  in  the  City  which  pay  taxes,  as  against 
those  outside  the  City  who  do  not  pay  taxes  to  San  Francisco. 

Mayor  Alioto— and  previously  Mayor  Shelley — have  insisted  any 
rate  increase  should  be  preceded  by  thorough  discussion,  com- 
plete public  hearings,  and  an  analysis  of  the  economic  impact. 

Mr.  Carr  said  when  this  was  explained  previously  to  the  Committee, 
it  indicated  to  him  that  a  rate  increase  would  be  examined  later. 
Apparently  last  night  the  Finance  Committee  reversed  its  attitude- 
at  least  it  is  different  from  what  it  was  a  week  ago. 

Mr.  Woods  said  that  it  is  imperative  that  the  $2  million  remain 
in  the  Municipal  Railway  budget.   Last  February  the  Commission 
approved  the  non-profit  method  of  financing  new  equipment  for  the 
Railway.    Purchase  of  200  new  motor  coaches  was  contemplated  for 
the  replacement  of  the  worn-out  fleet.    Maintenance  costs  on 
these  coaches  has  increased  200%  since  they  were  purchased,  the 
first  ones  being  purchased  in  1955.    Whereas  labor  costs  have 
increased  100%,  increase  in  the  maintenance  cost  is  going  up  even 
more  rapidly.     For  the  fiscal  year  1969-70  budget  cognizance  was 
taken  of  the  fact  new  equipment  was  being  requested.  Otherwise 
the  request  for  maintenance  appropriation  would  have  been  higher 
than  submitted. 

Mr.  Woods  said  the  Railway  is  now  in  position  to  put  out  specifi- 
cations for  the  new  coaches  within  the  next  month  and  a  half,  and 
manufacturers  have  estimated  delivery  from  5-7  months.  So, 
about  the  first  of  the  year,  a  fleet  of  200  new  motor  coaches 
could  be  on  the  streets  and  chaos  to  the  rest  of  the  system  could 
be  prevented.

In  addition,  Mr.  Woods  pointed  out,  the  accident  rate  is  also 
increasing  alarmingly.     If  something  isn't  done  about  it,  by 
next  January  or  February  if  the  $2  million  is  not  appropriated, 
the  Railway  will  have  to  go  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  ask 
for  additional  money  to  pay  claims  and  judgments. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  Mr.  Carr  to  speak  on  the  alternative 
of  transferring  of  funds  from  one  utility  to  another. 

Mr.  Carr  said  on  this  subject  there  was  an  attempt  last  year  to 
raid  the  Airport  Department  funds .    The  truth  of  the  matter  is 
that  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  every  dollar  is 
needed  to  keep  ahead  and  be  ready  for  the  larger  planes ,  the 
747 's.     It  is  going  to  be  a  fight  to  get  that  done  and  be  one 
of  the  first  airports  in  the  world  to  be  ready  for  the  747' s. 

He  said  what  the  Finance  Committee  is  really  referring  to  is  the 
transfer  of  funds  from  the  Water  Department  or  Hetch  Hetchy 
Project  to  take  care  of  this  increased  Municipal  Railway  need. 

The  Water  Department  is  faced  at  the  present  time  with  a  letter 
from  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health  saying  this  Commis- 
sion has  not  carried  out  its  commitment  made  in  1963,  when  it 
agreed  to  put  in  certain  filtration  plants,    water  Department 
General  Manager  Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr.  has  included  in  his  budget 
the  funds  needed  to  put  in  these  plants  and  meet  the  water 
quality  standards  agreed  upon  more  than  five  years  ago. 

With  regard  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project,  Mr.  Carr  said  he  hoped 
to  submit  to  the  Commission  within  the  next  month  or  so  a  pro- 
posal for  additional  construction  that  will  show  that  the  City 
could  obtain  about  twice  the  present  power  production  capacity 
from  its  power  installations  with  the  present  amount  of  water. 

If  the  Commission  is  given  the  cooperation  that  it  should  have 
in  the  full  development  of  the  water  Department,  the  increase 
in  rates  which  must  come,  the  utilization  of  Water  Department 
lands,  the  expansion  of  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  and  the  proper 
marketing  of  power,  then  the  Commission  could  be  in  position  to 
transfer  funds  each  year  from  water  and  power  to  the  taxpayer 
in  San  Francisco.     To  do  it  now  would  be  very  short-sighted,  be- 
cause neither  one  of  these  systems  has  been  developed  as  it 
should.    Mr.  Carr  said  he  was  speaking  as  an  engineer  who  has 
been  in  water  and  power  for  over  thirty  years. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  if  someone  could  show  that  the  monies 
earned  by  the  public  utilities  were  lying  dormant  and  collecting 
interest,  then  there  would  be  a  case.      But  every  dollar  earned 
by  either  the  Water  Department  or  the  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  has 
been  utilized  developing  the  projects.     It  should  be  realized 
these  are  business  entities  in  themselves  and  the  money  earned 
by  them  cannot  be  turned  loose  any  more  than  in  other  businesses  * 

Commissioner  Goldman  pointed  out  that  as  said  by  Mr.  Carr,  the 
Utilities  Commission  is  not  at  liberty  to  transfer  funds  to 
other  departments — the  money  has  to  be  transferred  back  to  the 
General  Fund. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  some  people  present  have  indicated 
they  would  like  to  speak  today  on  the  subject  of  Municipal  Rail- 
way fares.    This  is  a  special  meeting  strictly  to  discuss  the 
problem  that  arose  at  the  Finance  Committee  hearing,  however.  To 
discuss  increase  in  fare  rates  would  be  illegal  at  this  point  at 
this  meeting. 
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Commissioner  Goldman  moved,  Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded,  that 
in  accordance  with  Section  130  of  the  Charter  a  meeting  be  set  for 
Tuesday,  May  28,  1968,  at  2? 00  p.m.  for  public  hearing  on  the 
matter  of  review  of  fare  structure  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Mr.  Carr  pointed  out  it  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  in  the  final 
analysis  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  the  responsibility 
for  rates- — not  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  wished  to  comment  before  voting  on 
the  resolution  setting  the  date.     Since  there  were  people  in  the 
audience  who  indicated  they  wished  to  speak  on  the  subject — it 
would  be  well  that  the  Commission  provide  specifically  some  of  the 
facts  of  the  case,  he  said.     There  are  many  people  who  have  special 
interests  that  appeal  to  them,  but  the  Commission  has  to  make  a 
final  determination  as  to  just  what,  if  anything,  is  to  be  done 
and  has  to  weigh  all  aspects. 

Commissioner  Goldman  announced ? 

1)  This  year  the  Municipal  Railway  will  operate  at  a 
deficit  of  about  $9  million  between  July  1,  1967 
and  June  31,  1968. 

2)  It  is  anticipated  that  that  deficit  will  rise  to 
somewhere  near  $13  million. 

3)  Each  5C  of  additional  fare  has  been  estimated  to 
develop  about  $4  million  additional  income  to  the 
City . 

4)  Of  the  major  communities  in  the  United  States, 
there  is  only  one  City  that  has  a  lower  fare  than 
San  Francisco,  which  is  New  Orleans.    The  wage 
for  operators  base  wage,  is  in  the  neighborhood  of 
2/3  of  that  of  San  Francisco.

The  Regional 
Water  Quality  Control  Board  agreed  that  this  would  be  the  best  way 
for  San  Francisco  to  proceed.     Mr.  Carr  said  that  he  heartily 
recommends  that  San  Francisco  build  and  run  this  plant  itself. 

Mr.  Oral  L.  Moore,  General  Manager  and  Chief  Engineer,  Hetch  Hetchy 
Project  and  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau,  said  that  $1,946,000  was 
an  estimate  of  the  cost. 


****** 


Commenting  on  Resolution  No.  68-0406,  Mr.  Moore  explained  that 
AD  Contract  434  for  a  runway  taxiway  clearance  signal  system,  would 
be  an  experimental  installation,  the  first  of  its  kind  in  the  country. 
The  sign  people  took  on  a  bigger  job  than  they  anticipated  and  did 
much  more  than  they  were  paid  for.    After  presentation  of  sign  to 
UEB  for  approval,  it  had  to  go  to  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency,  and 
tnis  process  was  repeated  several  times,  which  was  the  cause  of  the 
extension.     Total  amount  of  job  was  about  $10,000.

Witn  regard  to  Item  1,  Water  Department,  issuance  of  permit  for  vend- 
ing truck  purposes,  Commissioner  Goldman  said  that  the  immediate  area 
around  the  truck  presents  an  unsightly  littered  appearance. 

This  item  was  taken  off  calendar  pending  insertion  of  provision  in 
permit  providing  for  cleaning  up  of  area  by  permittee  after  each  day 
of  operation.

Regarding  Resolution  No.  68-0422,  Mr.  Carr  said  that  over  a  year  ago 
the  Commission  approved  the  study  of  the  watershed  lands  of  the  Water 
Department.     The  plan  proposes  that  19,000  of  the  23,000  acres  should 
be  kept  in  their  present  state.     It  also  proposes  in  general  terms 
that  lands  West  of  Junipero  Serra  Boulevard  be  kept  for  park  purposes . 
Mr.  Carr  said  he  recommended  that  this  resolution  be  passed  endorsing 
these  findings  and  requesting  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
to  make  further  studies  as  to  specific  use  of  lands  lying  East  of  the 
Freeway,  to  ascertain  the  highest  use  this  land  could  be  put  to,  and 
recommending  to  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Supervisors  that  they  approve 
the  findings . 
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Mr.  Carr  also  stated  that  holding  the  bulk  of  these  lands  in  their 
natural  state  and  providing  certain  recreational  facilities  might 
work  toward  tax  reductions .     The  resolution  was  adopted  on  motion  of 
Commissioner  Rousseau,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Diviny. 

On  motion  of  Commissioner  Diviny,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Rousseau, 
the  Commission  instructed  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  and 
staff  to  proceed  with  the  City  Attorney  and  District  Attorney  of  San 
Mateo  in  preparation  of  a  document  for  Commission  review  and  approval.

After  a  lengthy  discussion  as  to  the  desirability  of  a  hidden  button 
to  alert  Central  Control,  Mr.  Carr  said  that  staff  will  continue 
working  with  the  TWU  to  give  the  best  possible  protection  to  the 
drivers . 

Mr.  Carr  then  introduced  John  Squire,  new  President  of  Local  250  of 
the  Transport  Workers  Union. 

Mr.  Squire  said  he  advocated  the  hidden  button  because  a  driver  might 
invite  assault  by  reaching  for  a  microphone. 

Mr.  Woods  replied  that  a  button  would  not  be  able  to  tell  Central 
Control  which  bus  was  in  trouble.     Mr.  Carr  said  that  so  far  the  best 
method  to  give  an  alert  has  not  been  determined,  but  that  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  working  with  the  Union,  will 
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attempt  to  arrive  at  the  best  system.

Purpose  of  Meeting? 


Public  hearing  on  establishment  of  new 
rates  and  charges  for  Municipal  Railway. 


Commissioner  McDonnell  introduced  Commissioners  Rousseau,  Gold- 
man, Diviny  and  Chase?  Mr.  James  K.  Carr,  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities;  Mr.  James  J.  Finn,  Secretary  and  Assistant 
Manager;  Mr.  John  M.  Woods,  General  Manager  of  Municipal  Rail- 
way and  Mr.  William  F.  Bourne,  Public  Utilities  Counsel. 


Commissioner  McDonnell  then  stated  that  the  hearing  had  been 
called  in  response  to  suggestions  by  the  Finance  Committee  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
develop  some  method  of  offsetting  the  effect  on  the  budget  of 
a  request  for  $2  million  to  finance  the  first  year  of  the  $51 
million  non-profit  corporation  vehicle  financing  program. 

At  the  Finance  Committee's  recommendation,  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors included  the  $2  million  in  the  budget  -  but  made  its  ex- 
penditure a  conditional  matter  -  that  the  Commission  work  to  in- 
crease revenues  to  offset  the  $2  million  in  the  budget.  Some 
members  suggested  a  raise  in  fare  to  offset  the  cost  of  rehabili- 
tation. 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission  has  reached  no  conclusion  and 
therefore  is  interested  in  what  the  public  has  to  say  on  this 
matter. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  then  stated  the  procedures  that  should 
be  followed  by  the  speakers .     He  said  that  a  decision  would 
probably  be  reached  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  on  June  18c 


Mr.  Carr  then  introduced  John  F.  Curtin,  one  of  the  consultants 
working  on  the  modernization  of  the  Municipal  Railway,  and 
William  J.  Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  the  author 
of  the  "Dwyer  Plan,"  who  assisted  Mr.  Woods  in  development  of 
the  statistics  to  be  presented. 

He  also  introduced  John  T.  Squire,  President  of  Local  250A  of 
the  Transport  Workers  Union,  and  Leonard  H.  Airriess,  Inter- 
national Representative,  of  the  Transport  Workers  Union. 

Mr.  Carr  then  explained  that  seven  charts  had  been  prepared 
which  were  in  view  of  the  audience,  presenting  a  summary  of 
facts  that  they  would  want  to  see  in  order  to  make  a  judgment. 
He  said  he  would  listen  to  the  evidence  presented  today  and 
then  make  recommendations  to  the  Commission  on  June  18. 

Mr.  Carr  then  introduced  Mr.  Woods  who  presented  and  explained 
the  following  exhibits :

After  the  presentation,  approximately  25  members  of  the  audi- 
ence, most  of  them  senior  citizens,  or  representing  senior 
citizen  organizations,  stated  that  they  were  in  favor  of  keeping 
the  fare  at  its  present  rate  due  to  hardship  which  increase  in 
fares  would  have  on  elderly  persons,  most  of  whom  live  on  a  fixed, 
small  income.     These  speakers  also  favored  the  reduced  fare  of 
5$  for  senior  citizens.    Other  speakers  stated  that  they  thought 
the  hours  of  10s 00  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m.  were  too  restrictive.  They 
felt  these  hours  should  be  extended,  with  perhaps  a  10C  fare 
for  the  extended  hours. 


Among  others  speaking  in  favor  of  the  present  fare  were  the 
following : 

Leonard  H.  Airriess,  representing  the  TWU,  who  said  that 
raising  the  fare  would  cause  a  decrease  in  passengers ,  resulting 
in  a  reduced  number  of  buses,  and  causing  the  firing  of  operators. 

James  F.  Coutts,  representing  the  Retail  Dry  Goods  Associa- 
tion, said  that  business  was  "soft"  downtown  and  that  a  fare  in- 
crease with  resultant  loss  of  shoppers  would  further  add  to  poor 
business . 

Richard  L.  Harcourt,  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce, 
said  there  were  other  facts,  including  parking,  rapid  transit, 
equipment  and  routes  to  be  considered,  rather  than  just  a  5C 
and  10 C  increase,  and  that  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  working 
with  two  committees  to  present  these  facts  to  the  Commission 
on  June  18. 


John  Hirten,  Executive  Director  of  the  San  Francisco 
Planning  and  Urban  Renewal  Association,  stated  that  both  low 
fares  and  good  equipment  are  a  necessity  and  it  is  the  problem 
of  management  to  achieve  both  these  aims. 
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Lloyd  Pflueger,  representing  the  Downtown  Association, 
said  an  increase  in  fares  would  cause  problems  in  parking  cars, 
and  would  also  cut  down  on  the  patronage  of  the  downtown  stores 
and  that  there  should  be  no  change  in  fares  for  two  years. 

William  Vickery  of  Stanford  University,  said  that  a  flat 
increase  was  an  undesirable  way  of  obtaining  funds  and  suggested 
other  alternatives  such  as  retail  sales  tax  in  San  Francisco,  in- 
creasing the  fare  in  peak  hours  and  reducing  it  in  off-hours, 
and  also  suggested  that  sufficient  financing  should  be  found  so 
that  Muni  could  be  operated  as  free  service. 

Mr.  Ralph  Scott  of  the  Neighborhood  Legal  Assistance  Founda- 
tion spoke      against      an  increase, saying  that  it  would  further 
ghettoize  the  poor  and  also  spoke  in  favor  of  a  reduced  fare  for 
all  poor,  regardless  of  age  —  not  only  senior  citizens. 

Derek  Quan,  who  stated  that  he  was  representing  41,000 
college  students,  spoke  against  a  fare  increase,  because  it  would 
affect  these  students  adversely. 

Babette  Drefke,  of  the  Potrero  Boosters  and  Merchants 
Association,  and  Terrell  Hill  of  the  Market  Street  Association, 
spoke  against  the  fare  increase,  saying  that  no  provision  was 
made  for  any  improvement  in  the  Municipal  Railway  service. 

**** 

Speaking  in  favor  of  an  increase  in  fare  were  Florence  Eagan 
of  the  Mission  Dolores  Residents  Association,  who  said  they  were 
in  favor  of  a  20 C  fare  to  finance  the  Municipal  Railway  improve- 
ments and  were  also  in  favor  of  extending  the  hours  of  the  re- 
duced fare  for  senior  citizens. 

Winifred  McCarthy  of  the  Apartment  House  Association  Consoli- 
dated, spoke  in  favor  of  a  25C  fare  so  that  the  user  would 
pay  his  share  of  wage  raises  and  improved  equipment,  which  still 
remains  at  a  1952  level »     This  increase  would  bring  income  of 
railway  closer  to  its  operational  needs. 

**** 

Miss  Marguerite  Warren,  Secretary,  Council  of  Civic  Clubs,  said 
that  figures  presented  did  not  stand  up  and  that  there  should  be 
a  new  presentation. 

**** 

Commissioner  McDonnell  then  asked  for  comments  from  the  Commis- 
sioners . 

Commissioner  Chase  said  he  thought  it  had  been  a  good  hearing, 
but  that  it  was  just  a  start  and  that  he  agreed  with  Miss  Warren 
that  the  figures  should  be  gone  over  and  analyzed  before  any 
recommendation  is  made  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors. 

*  *  *  * 

Commissioner  Rousseau  said  that  he  also  thought  it  had  been  a 
good  meeting  and  will  give  the  matter  a  great  deal  of  thought  be- 
fore attempting  to  reach  a  conclusion  by  June  18. 
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Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  Mr.  Curtin  if  he  had  figures 
available  showing  the  effect  of  the  5$  fare  for  senior  citi- 
zens between  10s 00  a.m.  and  3  s 00  p.m.,  and  a  10$  fare  for  the 
rest  of  the  time. 

Mr.  Curtin  answered  that  Exhibits  #6  and  #7  show  that  a  fare 
of  5$  between  10; 00  a.m.  and  3s 00  p.m.  would  represent  a  de- 
crease of  revenue  of  $306,000,  and  a  fare  of  10$  for  the  other 
periods  would  represent  a  decrease  of  approximately  $600,000. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  then  asked  what  the  increase  would  be 
if  the  express  fare  was  raised  from  25$  to  30$,  and  Mr.  Curtin 
answered  that  raising  the  fare  to  30$  would  bring  in  approxi- 
mately $175,000  additional?  that  the  $350,000  shown  on  Exhibit  7 
represents  a  10$  increase  in  express  fares  and  raising  it  to  30$ 
would  amount  to  about  50%  more  than  that. 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  said  that  he  was  curious  to  know  what 
would  happen  if  there  were  various  fares  —  that  he  thought  the 
operator  would  become  more  of  a  money  changer,  than  a  driver  and 
would  have  to  spend  too  much  time  on  this,  and  that  it  was  com- 
plicated enough  just  to  operate  a  vehicle. 

Mr.  Curtin  replied  that  there  was  a  possibility  of  this  if  you 
have  each  operator  burdened  with  a  variety  of  fares,  but  that 
in  the  analyses  of  the  different  fare  structures  that  some 
attention  has  been  given  to  this,  and  each  type  of  vehicle  has 
been  given  a  different  fare  so  that  operators  will  only  have 
to  worry  about  the  vehicle  they  are  driving. 

**** 

Commissioner  Goldman  then  asked  Mr.  Curtin  if  he  had  attended 
meeting  in  other  communities  similar  to  the  meeting  today,  and 
Mr.  Curtin  replied  that  he  had.    Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if 
the  problems  were  similar  to  ours  and  Mr.  Curtin  said  they  were 
to  a  degree,  and  that  he  was  impressed  by  the  appreciation  of 
the  system  here  and  the  part  that  transportation  plays  in  the 
economy  of  San  Francisco,  and  the  over-all  recognition  of  the 
importance  of  service. 

**** 

Commissioner  McDonnell  then  asked  Mr,  Finn  to  read  a  resolution 
presented  to  1968  Grand  Jury  dated  April  22,  1968  regarding 
Municipal  Railway  needs,  and  directed  that  it  be  put  in  the 
records  of  the  hearing.

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  that  the  Commission  would  appreciate 
hearing  from  any  of  the  citizens  of  San  Francisco  in  writing 
with  suggestions  and  ideas  on  the  subject,  and  would  also  appre- 
ciate any  further  details  from  the  people  who  spoke  here  today. 

He  then  announced  that  the  next  meeting  on  fares  will  be  on 
June  18,  and  that  the  Commission  will  have  reports  from  the  staff 
at  that  time  and  Mr.  Curtin1 s  recommendation,  and  will  evaluate 
these  and  the  testimony  given  today,  and  will  then  vote  concerning 
this  subject.  ^

RESOLUTION  PRESENTED  TO  1968  S.F.   GRAND  JURY 
,      REGARDING  MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  NEEDS. 


WHEREAS:  Despite  heroic  maintenance  measures,  virtually  ail  of 

the  equipment  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  is  in  deplorable 
condition.   It  is  admittedly  outmoded,  outworn ,  unsafe  and  unsightly. 
Service  is  poor  with  frustrating  "breakdowns  and  delays.  Buses  and 
street  cars  have  long  since  passed  their  normal  life.  Maintenance 
costs  are  extravagantly  high.     Many  replacement  parts  are  no  longer 
available  and  have  to  be  forged  in  the  system's  own  shops.     That  the 
vehicles  are  still  running  is  a  credit  to  the  operating  management 
and  personnel.     Failure  of  the  bond  issue  at  the  November  i960  gen- 
eral election  has  further  hampered  their  efforts. 

AND  WHEREAS:     The  question  is  no  longer  should  the  equipment  be  re- 
placed^ but  how  soon  and  how  should  the  purchase  be  financed?  This 
is  the  issue  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  is  grappling  with  now. 
Some  initial  studies  have  been  made  and  equipment  tentatively  accept- 
ed to  tie  in  with  and  supplement  BART.     The  cost  is  estimated  at  $50 
million.     A  presentation  of  the  commission's  plans  were  recently 
made  to  the  County  Grand  Jury  by  General  Manager,  James  K.  Carr  and 
his  staff.     As  part  of  his  report,  he  indicated  that  the  Commission 
favors  the  Non-profit  Corporation  method  of  financing  (in  preference 
to  a  Bond  issue),  retention  of  trolley  coaches  on  certain  routes , 
and  continuation  of  the  15  cent  fare. 

AND  WHEREAS:    The  Grand  Jury  questions  these  three  conclusions.  On 
financing ,  consideration  of  a  Bond  issue  on  the  November  ballot 
should  not  be  dropped.     It  is  the  most  economical  method  of  finan- 
cing and  would  save  taxpayers  a  minimum  of  $lj  million,  plus  $300,000 
required  to  set  up  the  alternative  Non-profit  Corporation.  Failure 
of  the  Bond  issue  at  the  previous  election  should  not  be  a  deterrent 
to  t lying  again,  since  this  should  be  a  clear-cut  equipment  only 
issue.  The  voters  should  also  be  made  aware  of  the  savings  involved 
and  the  need  for  equipment  must  be  forcefully  presented.  Another 
advantage  about  bond  financing  is  the  immediate  availability  of  the 
funds  once  the  issue  has  been  voted.     In  addition,  should  it  fail, 
the  alternative  method  of  a  Non-profit  Corporation  could  still  be 
ready  and  resorted  to  without  penalty  or  delay. 

As  to  continuation  of  trolley  coaches,  this  is  an  anachronistic  and 
obsolete  method  of  transportation.  No  other  major  city  in  the  coun- 
try uses  It.     There  is  no  manufacturing  plant  in  the  nation  now  pro- 
ducing or  intending  to  produce  trolley  coaches.     Cable  cars  may  be 
of  histroic  interest,  but  there  is  little  glamour  in  trolley  coaches. 
The  costly  custom-care  feature  is  indefensible.     Incidentally,  the 
argument  of  "free  electric  power"  is  open  to  some  question. 

Continuation  of  the  15^  fare,  in  the  face  of  a1"  12 'million  dollar 
annual  tax  subsidy,  should  be  explored  fully  before  the  new  system 
becomes  operative.     This  is  the  lowest  rate  of  any  major  city  in  the 
country.     It  has  been  in  effect  for  many  years.     In  the  meantime, 
inflation _has  added  millions  per  year  to  cost  and  losses.     It  is 
reasonable  to  assume  that  a  nominal,  say  ten  cent,  increase  in  the

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fare ,  along  with  improved  service  would  be  acceptable  to  the  riding 
public.     The  new  rate  might  well  include  a  "commutation  card  or  book" 
feature  for  regular  riders. 

THEREFORE j  32  IT  RESOLVED :     That  the  County  Grand  Jury  recommends 
consideration  by  the  City J  s  Public  Utilities  Commission  of:  (1) 
preparation  of  a  $50  million  Bond  Issue  for  the  November  election., 
to  be  offered  for  Board  of  Supervisors  approval  while  at  the  same 
time  continuing  preliminary  work  on  the  Non-Prof it  method.,  (2) 
elimination  of  trolley  coaches  from  the  design  of  the  new  system  and 
(3)  increase  of  the  15£  fare  to  25£/  when  the  new  system  becomes 
operative*     Inclusion  of  these  three  features  in  the  program  is  in 
the  best  interest  of  the  riding  public  and  the  taxpayers  who  must 
pay  the  bill.     Deadlines  for  the  November  ballot  and  the  imminence 
of  BART  final  construction  and  service  commencement  makes  it  urgent 
to  firm  up  plans  for  the  new  system  as  soon  as  possible.

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  deficit 
indicated  in  the  forthcoming  fiscal  year 
1968-1969  of  $14,299,000.     This  is  the 
estimated  deficit  with  the  present  fare 
of  15$ ,  and  reflects  the  budget  as  approved 
by  the  Board  of  Supervisors.  Approximately 
$1,300,000  of  this  deficit  will  be  offset 
by  a  carry-over  from  1967-1968. 

However,  another  million  dollars  or  so  will 
be  added  to  the  budget  when  the  wage  adjust- 
ments are  approved  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  August  1968.

Many  people  were  present  for  the  Municipal  Railway  calendar  item 
setting  a  date  for  public  hearing  on  revision  of  the  fare  structure 
of  the  Municipal  Railway.     The  Commission  took  this  matter  under 
consideration  first. 


Commissioner  McDonnell  initiated  discussion  on  the  matter  of  schedul- 
ing a  public  hearing  on  the  Municipal  Railway  fare  structure  as  the 
first  order  of  business.     Before  setting  the  date,  it  was  pointed 
out  it  should  properly  have  before  it  a  proposed  schedule  of  rates 
and  charges  to  be  considered.     John  M.  Woods,  General  Manager, 
Municipal  Transit  System,  prepared  recommendations  and  submitted 
them  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  in  a  memorandum 
dated  June  14,  1968.     Mr.  Carr  stated  that  he  concurs  in  Mr.  Woods' 
recommendations  and  suggested  that  a  public  hearing  on  the  fare 
proposals  be  scheduled  for  Tuesday,  July  16,  196  8,  at  2:00  p.m. 

Mr.  Carr  then  gave  a  brief  summary  of  the  proposed  adjustments  in 
fare  structure  as  recommended  by  Mr.  Woods s 

.  That  the  Railway's  basic  fare  be  increased 
from  15  cents  to  20  cents 

. , That  senior  citizens  be  entitled  to  ride  the 
transit  system  between  the  hours  of  10s 00  a.m. 
and  3s 00  p.m.  daily  under  a  5-cent  fare. 

.  That  the  price  of  school  tickets  be  increased 
from  10  rides  for  50  cents  to  10  rides  for  $1 

.   That  the  basic  fare  for  cable  cars  be  raised 
from  15  cents  to  25  cents,  and  that  tokens 
acceptaole  only  on  cable  cars  be  sold  at  5  for 
$1  (enabling  the  regular  daily  rider  to  ride 
at  the  same  rate  as  paid  on  other  local  lines) . 

It  is  proposed  additionally: 

.    That  the  Shoppers '  Shuttle  fare  be  increased 
from  5  cents  to  10  cents . 

.    That  express  service  be  increased  from 
15  cents  to  25  cents. 

.    That  baseball  specials  be  increased  from 
30  cents  to  50  cents. 

„    That  baseball  locals   (where  passengers 
now  pay  15  cents  in  addition  to  the  regu- 
lar fare  or  transfer  be  increased  from 
15  cents  to  20  cents.) 

That  the  Sunday  and  holiday  pass  be  increased 
from  50  cents  to  75  cents. 
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The  new  fare  schedule  would  become  effective  on  the  first  day  of  the 
month  following  the  date  the  last  coach  of  the  first  50-coach  order 
is  placed  in  service. 

Mr.  Woods  then  gave  a  presentation  to  the  Commission  detailing  the 
effect  of  the  recommended  increases  on  passengers  and  revenues. 
Adoption  of  the  recommended  fare  schedule  will  result  in  a  total 
annual  increase  in  revenue  of  $5,598,000,  but  would  not  be  reflected 
until  1969-70  fiscal  year.     Declines  in  patronage  would  range  from 
5  to  15  per  cent,  except  for  senior  citizens,  where  the  proposed 
lower  fare  would  be  expected  to  attract  12  per  cent  more  riders . 

Commissioner  Chase  asked  on  what  basis  the  estimated  passenger  losses 
was  determined — San  Francisco's  experience  or  other  cities? 

Mr.  Woods  said  these  loss  ratios  are  based  on  experience  of  other 
cities,  which  information  was  obtained  from  the  consultant  John 
Curtin,  and  also  from  data  derived  from  the  Simpson-Curtin  Report. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  the  special  fare  for  the  senior  citizens 
could  be  extended  to  include  the  evening  hours  1% 00  to  12s 00. 

Mr.  Woods  agreed  to  review  the  figures  on  this  and  have  a  report 
available  for  the  Commissioners  at  the  next  public  hearing. 

Thereupon  the  Commission  unanimously  approved  Resolution  No.  68-04  35, 
fixing  the  date  as  July  16,  1968,  2s 00  p.m.,  Room  282,  City  Hall, 
for  the  public  hearing  on  these  fare  proposals. 

Copies  of  Mr.  Carr's  memorandum  to  the  Commission  containing  Mr.  Woods 11 
recommendations  were  available  for  those  present,  and  are  being  filed 
with  these  minutes .

In  discussing  Resolution  68-0444,  lease  of  Hetch  Hetchy  Office  space 
at  215  Market  Street,  Commissioner  Goldman  asked  for  a  report  on  the 
assignment  of  Utilities  Engineering  Bureau  personnel  to  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  list  of    the     personnel  to  go  from  the  UEB  to  the 
Airport  has  been  completed,  and  that  hopefully  within  the  next  two 
weeks  there  will  be  before  the  Commission  a  salary  ordinance  amend- 
ment to  effect  this  transfer  from  one  department  to  the  other.

In  discussing  Resolution  6  8-04  55,  approving  structural  steel  drawings 
for  the  proposed  B-747  hangar  and  adjoining  shop  and  office  building 
at  United  Air  Lines 1  Maintenance  Base  at  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,  Mr.  Hansen  said  this  is  part  of  the  broad  program  of  the 
expansion  of  the  engineering  and  maintenance  base  which  United 
operates  at  San  Francisco,     As  announced  by  the  company's  president 
G.  E.  Keck,  this  morning,  United  plans  to  expend  $160  million  between 
now  and  19  80,  enlargement  of  the  installation  to  accommodate  United 's 
growing  subsonic  jet  fleet  and  future  supersonic  aircraft. 
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Complete  details  of  this  expansion  program,  outlined  in  a  packet 
prepared  by  United  Air  Lines,  were  presented  by  Mr.  Hansen  to  each 
of  the  Commissioners .     The  packets  were  made  a  part  of  the  record 
at  Mr.  Carr's  request.

Airport  Calendar  Item  #11,  setting  date  for  public  hearing  on  landing 
charges  for  helicopter  operations  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport  was  taken  off  calendar.     Mr.  Carr  said  he  would  prepare  a 
statement  giving  the  history  of  this  subject,  so  the  Commission  can 
determine  as  a  matter  of  policy  how  rapidly  it  wants  to  hear  this 
case.     The  statement  will  contain  information  as  to  the  commitments 
made  to  the  air  lines,  what  the  agreement  was  with  the  Board  of 
Supervisors,  and  the  views  of  the  helicopter  company.

Airport  Calendar  Item  #21,  authorizing  the  Bank  of  America  to  proceed 
with  construction  of  a  foreign  currency  exchange  facility  in  Pier  G 
at  the  Airport,  was  taken  off  calendar.     Mr.  Carr  said  there  is  a 
question  of  the  hours  of  service  the  bank  will  provide  for  foreign 
exchange  at  the  Airport,  and  he  wishes  to  have  this  question  settled.

In  explaining  Resolution  No.  6  8-0474,  Professional  Services  Agreement 
with  Wilsey  &  Ham,  Mr.  Carr  said  this  agreement  is  for  the  purpose 
of  undertaking  engineering  and  architectural  design  work  in  connection 
with  the  development  of  Airport  property  located  on  the  West  side  of 
Bayshore  Freeway . 

Mr.  Hansen  said  this  is  the  second  phase  of  the  development  of  this 
property,  the  first  phase  being  the  authorization  for  a  $25,000 
Master  Plan  study  earlier  this  year. 

The  work  to  be  performed  under  this  contract,  according  to  Mr.  Hansen 
includes  s 

a)  Construction  and  grading  plans  for  placing  fill  on  approxi- 
mately 60  acres 

b)  Contract  plans  and  specifications  for  the  construction  of 
improvements  on  approximately  60  acres 

c)  Topographic  map  of  the  180-acre  parcel,  and  field  staking 
for  improvements 

d)  Soils  engineering  services  on  overpass  foundations,  and 
soils  investigation  of  approximately  180  acres 

e)  During  construction  phase,  firm  to  be  available  for  contract 
interpretations  and  shop  drawing  review 

f)  Prepare  contract  plans  and  specifications  for  both  vehicular 
overpass  and  pedestrian  overcrossing  over  Bayshore  Freeway, 
and  determine  optimum  architectural  configurations  of  the 
structure  approach  systems,   land  sculpture,  and  provide 
detailed  studies  on  railings,  lighting  and  landscaping 
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Mr«  Carr  pointed  out  that  this  is  a  joint  venture.     Wilsey  &  Ham 
have  requested  that  the  firm  of  Rockrise  &  Watson  be  authorized  to 
undertake  the  architectural  design  work.     This  has  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities'  recommendation.     Rockrise  and  Watson 
are  very  interested  in  producing  overpasses  that  will  be  a  real  credit 
to  the  Airport,  said  Mr.  Carr,  and  the  recommendation  is  in  keeping 
with  the  Commission's  policy  that,  to  the  extent  possible,  architec- 
tural design  work  be  awarded  to  San  Francisco  firms. 

Commissioner  Goldman  felt  this  development  of  the  Airport  west- side 
property  should  have  been  presented  as  one  package.     He  questioned 
the  hiring  of  different  engineers  and  designers  than  those  responsible 
for  the  Master  Plan  for  the  remainder  of  the  Airport.     He  wished  the 
minutes  to  reflect  that  whatever  is  done  on  the  west- side  will 
coordinate  with  the  Airport's  overall  program  and  have  the  full 
approval  of  and  will  be  reviewed  by  the  basic  architect  firm. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  is  part  of  the  program  and  has  been  discussed  with 
the  Warnecke  and  Drey fuss  and  Blackford  people. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  there  should  be  some  word  from  the  architects 
who  have  the  basic  airport  responsibility  that  this  is  consistent 
with  what  they  are  endeavoring  to  do.     This  area,  whether  on  one  side 
of  the  highway  or  the  other,  is  all  part  of  the  general  Airport  pro- 
gram, he  said.     Commissioner  Goldman  requested  that  the  agreement 
be  amended  to  snow  full  approval  by  the  basic  architect  firm  and  that 
the  designs  and  engineering  will  be  reviewed  by  them?  he  wishes  them 
to  be  responsible. 

Mr.  Carr  said  Mr.  Hansen  and  staff  have  met  with  Warnecke  and  with 
Wilsey  &  Ham  and  discussed  with  Rockrise  &  Watson  that  they  will  do 
this  work.     There  is  no  question  that  Warnecke  and  Drey fuss  and 
Blackford  have  the  controlling  architectural  function. 

On  being  told  by  Mr.  Hansen  and  Mr.  Moore  that  estimated  540  contract 
days  included  consultation  during  the  period  of  construction  of  the 
overpasses  and  roadways,  Commissioner  Rousseau  requested  that  the 
resolution  be  amended  to  include  a  statement  to  this  effect. 

Thereupon,  the  Commission  directed  that  Resolution  No.  68-0474  be 
amended  to  include  the  construction  work  in  the  540  days  of  contract 
performance,  inclusion  of  Rockrise  &  Watson  as  the  architectural 
design  firm  for  the  overpass  structures,  and  to  reflect  the  policy 
of  the  Commission  with  regard  to  review  approval  by  the  basic  architect 
firm,  John  Carl  Warnecke  and  Associates  and  Drey fuss  and  Blackford.

At  this  point,  S.  E.  Onorato,  President,  St.  Mary's  Square  Garage,  Inc, 
the  airport  garage  lessee,  gave  a  brief  report  to  the  Commission  on 
the  valet  parking  aspect  of  the  garage  operation. 

.  97%  of  vehicles  handled  in  valet  are  handled  within 
the  15  minute  period. 

.  The  "Bank  of  America"  lot  should  have  better  containment 
to  prevent  pilferage .  . .better  fencing. 

.  At  the  time  they  bid  on  the  garage  concession  it  was  their 
understanding  the  garage  was  going  to  be  equipped  with 
baggage  conveyor  system. 
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Economically,  the  valet  service  is  not  self-supporting, 
and  never  has  been.     This  particular  operation  loses 
more  than  any  valet  system  in  the  entire  United  States . 

His  personnel  cost  is  7C  per  minute. 

The  lease  terminates  on  October  15,  1968 . 

He  has  been  cooperating  with  the  Airport  in  submitting 
whatever  information  they  desire  in  order  to  prepare 
a  maximum  contract  for  the  new  lease.

Robert  C.  Rosen,  newly-appointed  Manager  of  the  Peninsula  Division 
of  the  San  Francisco  Water  Department,  was  introduced  to  the 
Commission .

John  Squire,  President,  Transport  Workers  Union,  Local  2 50 A,  appeared 
before  the  Commission  on  the  matter  of  review  of  contracts  by  the 
Contract  Compliance  Officer.     He  said  it  was  his  understanding  that 
this  procedure  was  not  being  followed. 

Mr.  Carr  said  this  was  essentially  an  administrative  matter,  and  that 
it  had  just  come  to  his  attention  today  at  12 s 15  p.m.     He  said  there 
have  been  some  administrative  problems  in  that  the  Compliance  Officer 
wants  to  report  to  the  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  instead  of 
the  Municipal  Railway.     He  said  it  is  rather  a  complicated  administra- 
tive procedure,  and  if  something  can't  be  worked  out,  he  will  recommend 
that  the  position  be  abolished  and  transferred  to  the  Human  Rights 
Commission.     With  regard  to  the  contracts,  Mr.  Carr  said  it  was  his 
understanding  each  contract  is  being  reviewed  by  the  Contract  Com- 
pliance Officer;  however,  he  is  checking  into  this  to  see  if  it  is  a 
fact . 


Commissioner  McDonnell  requested  that  Mr.  Carr  give  a  short  report 
on  this  at  the  next  meeting,  how  it  is  working  out  and  whether  it  is 
feasible  to  continue  the  position. 

The  Commission  advised  Mr.  Squire  that  administrative  matters  of  this 
nature  should  be  first  discussed  with  the  General  Manager  of  Public 
Utilities .

Attached  is  a  memorandum  from  Mr.  John  M.  Woods, 
General  Manager  of  the  Municipal  Railway  in  which  he  pro- 
poses a  series  of  adjustments  in  the  Railway's  fare  struc- 
ture , 


These  fare  adjustments  are  proposed  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  as  a  result  of  requests  initiated  by 
the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors — and  con- 
curred in  by  the  full  Board--that  Railway  fares  be  increased 
to  offset  to  a  greater  degree  the  need  for  tax  support. 

Subsequently,  the  Commission  conducted  a  public  hearing 
in  the  chambers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  matter 
of  revising  the  fare  structure,  taking  extensive  testimony. 

Mr.  Woods  proposes?; 

.That  the  Railway's  basic  fare  be  increased 
from  15  cents  to  20  cents. 

.That  senior  citizens  be  entitled  to  ride  the 
transit  system  between  the  hours  of  10s 00  a.m. 
and  3^00  p.m.  daily  under  a  5-cent  fare. 

.That  the  price  of  school  tickets  be  increased 
from  10  rides  for  50  cents  to  10  rides  for  $1. 

.That  the  basic  fare  for  cable  cars  be  raised 
from  15  cents  to  25  cents,  and  that  tokens 
acceptable  only  on  cable  cars  be  sold  at  5  for 
$1   (enabling  the  regular  daily  rider  to  ride 
at  the  same  rate  as  paid  on  other  local  lines) . 

Mr.  Woods  recommends  that  the  new  fare  schedule  be- 
come effective  on  the  first  day  of  the  month  following  the 
date  the  last  coach  of  the  first  50-coach  order  is  placed  in 
service .

I  concur  in  Mr.  Woods'  recommendations,  and  suggest 
that  a  public  hearing  on  these  fare  proposals  be  scheduled 
for  Tuesday,  July  16,  1968,  at  2  00  p.m. 

Also  submitted  to  the  Commission  is  a  memorandum  from 
Mr.  William  J.  Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager  for  Finance, 
which  states  that  the  fare  structure  proposed  by  Mr.  Woods 
would  increase  Municipal  Railway  revenues  for  the  1968-69 
fiscal  year  by  approximately  $1,400,000. 

This  projection  is  based  on  the  fact  that  the  first 
50  motor  coaches  will  be  delivered  and  placed  in  service 
about  six  months  after  the  order  is  placed. 

The  total  annual  increase  in  revenue,  Mr.  Dwyer  states, 
will  be  approximately  $5  ,600 ,000--but  will  not  be  reflected 
until  the  1969-70  fiscal  year. 

Other  details  of  the  fare  proposal  by  Mr.  TToods  are 
tabulated  clearly  on  page  two  of  his  memorandum. 

It  is  proposed  additionally ; 

.That  the  Shoppers'  Shuttle  fare  be  in- 
creased from  5  cents  to  10  cents. 

.That  express  service  be  increased  from 
15  cents  to  25  cents. 

.That  baseball  specials  be  increased  from 
30  cents  to  50  cents. 

.That  baseball  locals   (where  passengers 
now  pay  15  cents  in  addition  to  the  regu- 
lar fare  or  transfer  be  increased  from 
15  cents  to  20  cents. 

.That  the  Sunday  and  holiday  pass  be  in- 
creased from  50  cents  to  75  cents. 

Mr.  Dwyer  predicts  that  the  overall  fare  increase  will 
result  in  a  patronage  loss  and  $5,600,000  in  increased  reve- 
nues . 

Declines  in  individual  fare  classifications  range  from 
5  per  cent  to  15  per  cent,  except  for  senior  citizens,  whose 
ridership  will  increase  about  12  per  cent.

The  customary  and  accepted  tools  used  by  Mr.  Dwyer  and 
Mr.  Woods  in  arriving  at  these  projections  and  recommendations 
do  not  tell  the  whole  story.     They  do  not,   for  example , account 
for  the  fact  that  the  Railway  can  anticipate  that  new  equip- 
ment will  attract  new  passengers. 

Nor  do  these  standard  methods  make  any  assumptions  that 
increased  patronage  will  result  from  an  energetic  and  imagina- 
tive Muni  promotion  program. 

I  am  convinced  that  staff  proposals ,  with  respect  to 
promotion  that  will  be  discussed  with  the  Commission  soon, 
may  considerably  modify  passenger  loss  estimates. 

I  believe  that  Mr.  Woods,  with  the  assistance  of  Mr. 
Dwyer,  has  submitted  a  sound  fare  schedule  recommendation? 
and  I  believe  that  it  will  be  generally  acceptable  to  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  and  the  Public. 

His  proposed  5-cent  senior  citizen  fare  in  particular, 
is  eminently  fair  and  just,  and  in  the  public  interest.  It 
is  in  accord  with  Mayor  Alioto's  announced  objective  of 
making  special  provision  wherever  possible  for  this  deserving 
segment  of  our  society.     More  than  100,000  San  Franciscans 
have  reached  6  5  years  of  age--about  12.5  per  cent  of  the 
City's  population.

On  May  28,  196  8,  a  public  hearing  on  rates  and  charges  for 
the  Municipal  Railway  was  held  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  in 
the  Chambers  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  order  to  obtain  some 
public  expression  prior  to  Commission  action. 

Now  the  Commission  should  properly  have  before  it  a  pro- 
posed schedule  of  rates  and  charges  in  order  that  it  may  set  the 
date  for  further  public  hearing. 

It  is  recommended,  therefore,  that  the  following  rates  and 
charges  be  considered  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  at  its 
meeting  of  June  18,  1968,  for  application  at  a  later  date. 

It  is  further  recommended  that  the  Commission  schedule 
a  public  hearing  on  these  rates  and  charges  Tuesday,  July  16,  1968.

At  the  public  meeting  of  May  28,  196  8,  various  exhibits 
were  submitted  which  showed  in  tabular  and  graphic  form  the  com- 
parison of  fares  and  operating  statistics  for  San  Francisco  and 
transit  companies  in  other  cities.     Exhibit  No. 3  indicated  the 
operating  expenses,  operating  revenues,  and  deficit  for  the  Muni- 
cipal Railway  from  1951  until  the  present.     It  is  estimated  that 
the  1968-69  operating  budget  for  the  Municipal  Railway  will  require 
a  tax  subsidy  in  excess  of  14  million  dollars,  which  is  equivalent 
to  approximately  70  cents  in  the  tax  rate.     Within  two  years  this 
figure  will  rise  to  over  20  million  dollars  if  there  is  no  fare 
increase.     The  tax  subsidy  will  be  even  greater  if  a  bond  issue  for 
rehabilitation  of  the  Municipal  Railway  properties  is  passed  in 
No vembe  r  1969. 

DESCRIPTION  OF  FARE  CLASSIFICATIONS 

The  following  is  a  description  of  the  various  fare  class- 
ifications and  recommended  changes. 

Local  Base  Fare 


San  Francisco  has  the  second  lowest  base  fare  in  the  nation 
the  only  one  having  a  lower  fare  is  New  Orleans  at  IOC.     However,  New 
Orleans  has  a  zone  fare  which,  when  compared  with  San  Francisco, 
would  reflect  a  higher  charge  per  ride  for  the  average  distance 
travelled.     There  were  over  149  million  revenue  passengers  riding  the 
Municipal  Railway  last  year.     We  estimate  that  112  million  rode 
the  local  lines  of  the  Municipal  Railway.     An  increase  in  fare  from 
15C  to  20C  for  this  classification  of  rider  would  result  in  a  loss 
of  patronage  of  6%  but  would  provide  additional  revenues  of 
$4,270,000  due  to  the  increase  in  fare.

We  estimate  that  5  million  passengers  ride  these  express 
routes  annually.     They  enjoy  a  saving  of  riding  time  of  four  to  six- 
teen minutes  and  pay  no  additional  fare  for  this  appreciable  saving 
in  time.     There  would  be  an  estimated  passenger  loss  of  12%  if  the 
fare  is  raised  to  25C,  but  the  resulting  increase  would  be  $350,000 
annually.

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Cable  Car  Fares 

Last  year  nearly  10  million  people  paid  a  15C  fare  to  ride 
the  cable  cars.     The  greater  number  of  these  people  were  in  all 
probability  tourists  and  visitors  to  San  Francisco  whose  visit  to 
San  Francisco  wouldn't  be  complete  until  they  had  a  ride  on  our 
world-renown  vehicles,,     Further  evidence  of  this  fact  is  indicated 
by  statistics  which  show  that  riding    during  the  summer  months  is 
nearly  double  than  during  the  winter  months.     We  recommend  that  the 
basic  fare  for  the  cable  car  be  raised  to  25C  and  that  tokens  be 
sold,  that  would  only  be  acceptable  on  the  cable  cars,  at  5  for 
$1.00.     This  would  afford  the  regular  daily  rider  the  privilege  of 
riding  at  the  same  rate  as  paid  on  other  local  lines.     With  this 
fare  structure  we  estimate  an  increase  in  revenue  of  $527,000. 

School  Tickets 

School  tickets  are  sold  at  the  rate  of  10  rides  for  50C 
and  have  been  sold  at  this  rate  since  1949,  except  for  a  four-month 
period  in  1952  when  the  rate  was  raised  to  10  rides  for  60£.  Tab- 
ulated below  is  a  list  of  other  operating  properties  showing  their 
student  fares.

None  of  the  above  named  properties  provide  as  low  a 
student  fare  as  San  Francisco.     Increasing  the  student  ticket  from 
50$  for  10  rides  to  $1.00  for  10  rides  would  result  in  an  increase 
of  revenue  of  $662,000. 

Shoppers '  Shuttle 

The  Municipal  Railway  currently  operates  four  shoppers' 
shuttle  lines  with  a  5$  fare  and  no  transfer  privilege.  During 
the  fiscal  year  1966-67  these  lines  showed  an  operating  revenue 
of  $86,000  and  an  operating  expense  in  excess  of  $163,000. 
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These  operating  statistics  indicate  the  necessity  for  an  adjust- 
ment upward  in  the  fare.     We  recommend  that  the  shoppers'  shuttle 
fare  be  increased  from  5£  to  IOC*     This  increase  is  estimated  to 
provide  an  additional  $45,000  in  revenues. 


Baseball  Specials 

During  the  regular  baseball  season  the  Municipal  Railway 
operates  three  baseball  specials  which  deliver  patrons  to  the  en- 
trance gates  at  Candlestick  Park.     The  present  fare  for  this  ride 
is  30C  for  a  one-way  trip.     Operating  statistics  indicate  that  this 
service  is  provided  at  an  annual  loss  of  $65,000  to  the  Municipal 
Railway.     We  recommend  that  this  fare  be  increased  to  50C.  This 
increase  in  fare  is  estimated  to  return  an  additional  $31,000  to 
the  Municipal  Railway. 


Baseball  Locals 

Passengers  on  the  baseball  locals  now  pay  a  15C  fare  in 
addition  to  the  regular  fare  or  a  transfer.     This  fare  should  be 
increased  to  20C  to  put  it  in  line  with  the  regular  local  fare. 
This  increase  will  provide  an  estimated  increase  in  revenue  of  $4000 


Sunday  Pass 

The  Municipal  Railway  is  one  of  the  few  transit  properties 
to  have  a  Sunday  and  Holiday  pass  in  its  fare  structure.  Current 
surveys  indicate  that  the  average  buyer  of  a  Sunday  Pass  uses  it 
about  5  times,  or  an  average  of  10£  per  ride.     We  recommend  that 
the  Sunday  pass  be  raised  to  75£.     It  is  estimated  that  this  would 
result  in  additional  revenue  of  $15,000  per  year. 


Senior  Citizens 

There  are  in  San  Francisco  more  than  100,000  residents 
who  are  over  65  years  of  age.     These  senior  citizens  represent 
about  12.5%  of  the  population.     Many  of  them  are  living  on  a  fixed 
income  and  have  been  hard  hit  by  the  inflationary  spiral.     We  pro- 
pose that  they  be  permitted  to  ride  for  5C  between  the  hours  of 
10  a.m.  and  3  p.m.  daily  upon  presentation  of  a  Medicare  card  or 
some  other  established  identification  card.     Tabulated  below  is  a 
list  of  transit  companies  that  provide  this  privilege  for  their 
senior  citizens.

No  large 
privately  owned  system  gives  a  reduced  fare  to  senior  citizens. 
Adoption  of  a  senior  citizens"   fare  of  5C  will  result  in  an  esti- 
mated increase  in  riding  of  12%,  with  an  estimated  loss  in  revenue 
of  $306,000. 


Adoption  of  the  recommended  fare  schedule  will  result  in  an 
estimated  increase  in  revenue  of  $5,598,000  annually.     This  infor- 
formation  is  tabulated  in  Table  1.

A  $160  million  expansion  of  the  engineering  and 
maintenance  base  which  United  Air  Lines  operates  here 
was  announced  today  (June  18)   by  G.  E.  Keck,  president. 

The  company's  $44  million  maintenance  installation 
near  the  San  Francisco  International  Airport  will  be 
enlarged  to  accommodate  United* s  growing  subsonic  jet 
fleet  and  future  supersonic  aircraft.  Keck  said. 

He  estimated  $100  million  will  be  expended  for  con- 
struction,  tooling  and  equipment  by  the  end  of  1971. 
This  will  be  followed  by  further  expansion  totaling  $25 
million  in  1972-75  and  $35  million  in  1976-80.     Keck  said 
the  company  also  planned  other  expansion  programs  in  the 
Bay  Area. 

"Excluding  the  maintenance  base,  our  capital  invest- 
ment at  communities  in  the  Bay  Area  now  amounts  to  approxi 
mately  $23  million,"  he  said.     "Projects  now  planned  will 

-  more  - 
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require  an  additional  investment  of  $35  million  by  the 
close  of  1971." 

Keck  pointed  out  that  the  expansion  program  will 
greatly  increase  United *s  employment  needs.    The  company 
now  employs  12,000  in  the  Bay  Area,  with  an  annual  payroll 
of  $108  million. 

"We  expect  a  combined  personnel  total  of  about  24,000 
for  San  Francisco,  Oakland  and  San  Jose  by  1975,"  he  said. 
"Based  on  current  dollar,  the  yearly  payroll  will  amount 
to  some  $216  million.     The  forecast  for  1980  is  32,000 
employees  and  a  payroll  of  $288  million. " 

The  expansion  of  United' s  engineering  and  maintenance 
base,  already  the  largest  facility  of  its  kind  in  the  world, 
calls  for  a  near  doubling  of  employment  there  by  1975  to 
more  than  13,000  workers.    An  additional  5,000  employees 
will  bring  the  base  workforce  to  18,000  by  1980. 

The  13,000  workers  needed  to  man  the  giant  facility 
by  1975  will  include  8,800  skilled  and  semi-skilled  pro- 
duction workers,  2,800  administrative  and  1,750  support 
personnel,  Keck  said. 

Major  items  of  the  base  expansion  program  as  announced 
by  United* s  president  include: 

-  more  - 
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—  An  $11  million  hangar  and  adjacent  five-story 
office  building  for  overhaul  and  maintenance  of  the  Boeing 
747  jumbo  jet  and  the  McDonnell  Douglas  DC-10  Airbus; 
second  stage  expansion  of  this  big  hangar  and  dock  facility 
to  handle  supersonic  transports  and  other  needs  up  to 

1975  will  cost  an  additional  $10  million  for  a  total  hangar 
package  of  more  than  $21  million.     The  first  phase  of  the 
big  hangar  program  will  measure  SO ,000  square  feet  — 
equal  to  two  football  fields  in  area,  and  is  expected  to 
employ  some  1,100  workers  on  a  three-shift,  around-the- 
clock  basis. 

—  A  $34.4  million  expansion  of  United 's  turbine  engine 
repair  facility,  including  new  machinery  and  equipment.  The 
building  currently  measures  300,000  square  feet  and  includes 
a  recently  completed  $2.5  million  plating  shop,  and  such 
sophisticated  metalworking  equipment  as  an  electron  beam 
welder,  electrolytic  grinders,  and  flame  spray  equipment. 

—  A  $15  million  enlargement  of  the  present  main  shop 
and  office  building.     The  building  houses  administrative 
and  support  personnel  and  contains  the  specialized  shops  — 
electronics,  radio  and  instrument,  hydraulics,  cabin 


-  more  - 


equipment ,  plastics/  sheet  metal  and  others  —  where  air- 
craft components  are  inspected  and  repaired. 

—  A  $5  million  plant  maintenance  and  medical  build- 
ing.    The  medical  department  handles  United' s  flight  crew 
physical  examinations  as  well  as  medical  needs  for  other 
employees. 

—  A  $2  million  jet  engine  test  cell  capable  of 
handling  the  giant  Pratt  and  Whitney  JT9D  and  the  General 
Electric  CF6/36  advanced  technology  jet  engines  which  will 
power  the  Boeing  747  and  Douglas  DC-10  respectively. 

—  A  $2  million  employee  cafeteria  building. 

—  $15.5  million  for  additional  ground  equipment. 
Keck  said  site  preparation  was  currently  underway 

for  the  giant  maintenance  hangar  and  construction  would 
get  started  in  August,  and  that  the  other  programs  would 
be  getting  underway  between  now  and  1970. 

Expansion  plans  for  the  base  are  predicated  on 
United' s  operating  a  fleet  of  618  jet  aircraft  by  1980/ 
Keck  said.

THE  ENGINEERING  AND  MAINTENANCE  BASE 

United  Air  Lines'  Engineering  &  Maintenance  Base  at  San  Francisco 
is  the  largest  airline  facility  of  its  kind  in  the  world,  and  a  pace- 
setter in  technology  for  the  aviation  industry. 

Located  on  a  108-acre  site  at  the  San  Francisco  International 
Airport,   the  Base  occupies  1.4  million  square  feet  of  floor  space.  It 
is  the  overhaul  and  modification  center  for  the  entire  United  fleet, 
and  the  home  of  the  company's  Aircraft  Engineering  Department. 

Prime  responsibility  at  the  Base  is  periodic  overhaul  of  air- 
craft and  inspection  and  repair  of  jet  engines,  but  equally  important 
is  the  modification  of  aircraft,   engines  and  components  to  improve  per- 
formance.    In  addition,   the  Base  supplies  United 's  Line  Maintenance 
stations  throughout  its  system  with  serviceable  components  for  routine 
maintenance  checks. 

In  1967,   United  overhauled  102  complete  airframes  at  the  San 
Francisco  Base,  while  completing  750  special  project  jobs,  including 
pre-service  modification  work  on  new  aircraft. 
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Also  in  1967,   the  Base  overhauled  and  repaired  1,594  turbine  and 
285  piston  engines,  with  the  piston  engine  work  being  completely  phased 
out.     In  1968,   the  company  has  projected  an  overhaul  workload  of  94  air- 
craft,  plus  scheduled  inspection  and  repair  of  1,466  turbine  engines. 

More  than  7,600  people,   largest  concentration  of  United  employees 
at  any  one  facility,  are  employed  at  the  Engineering  &  Maintenance  Base 
with  a  1967  payroll  of  $62.8  million.     The  Base  payroll  figure  for  1968 
is  estimated  at  $71.6  million.     Purchases  of  material  and  services  were 
$62.4  million  in  1967,  and  are  projected  at  $69  million  for  1968. 

A  single  jet  overhaul  takes  an  average  of  22,000  manhours  to 
complete,   including  time  spent  on  component  overhaul  and  engine  repair. 
During  a  five-day  period,  maintenance  specialists  work  round-the-clock 
dissassembling,   stripping,   inspecting,  repairing,   replacing  worn  or 
defective  parts,   painting  and  reassembling  the  aircraft.     The  plane  is 
then  test  flown  and  returned  to  service  in  better-than-new  condition. 

Aircraft  overhauls  are  accomplished  in  five  docks,  designed  for 
the  DC-8,  Boeing  720,  Boeing  727,  Caravelle,  and  DC-6.  Carefully 
established  rules  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  govern  dis- 
assembly and  inspection  of  the  aircraft  structure,   landing  gear  and  all 
control  surfaces.     Every  job  accomplished  is  double -checked  by  an  elabor- 
ate inspection  system. 

The  major  overhaul  is  part  of  the  extensive  maintenance  support 
program  centered  at  the  San  Francisco  Base,  which  spends  $450,000  per 
year  to  maintain  one  jetliner  in  operation. 

Some  of  the  items  United  used  for  refurbishment  in  1967  included 
104,000  square  yards  of  carpeting,  at  a  cost  of  $600,000,   some  50,000 
yards  of  assorted  seat  fabric,  and  110,000  cockpit  instruments. 
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The  Base  also  handles  airframe  overhauls  and  engine  repairs  for 
other  carriers .     In  1967,  United 8 s  revenue  from  outside  maintenance 
contracts  was  $8  million,  with  this  figure  expected  to  rise  to  $12  mil- 
lion in  1968  with  work  scheduled  for  nine  other  operators. 

An  expansion  program  at  the  Base  was  recently  completed  which 
included  a  new  $3.5  million  overhaul  dock  for  the  Super  DC~8S  largest 
comraericai  airliner,  and  planning  is  underway  for  an  $11  million,,  90,000 
sq.  ft.  maintenance  facility  for  the  747  Jumbo  Jet  and  the  supersonic 
jetliners  of  the  1970s. 

To  handle  the  $12.5  million  parts  inventory  maintained  at  the  Base, 
United  has  installed  a  unique  "talking  computer"1  which  has  speeded,  order- 
ing and  cut  down  greatly  on  paperwork.     The  computer,  which  features  an 
audio  response  in  the  form  of  an  attractive  girl's  voice,   tells  a  mechanic 
in  an  instant  whether  a  part  he  wants  is  in  stock,  and  determines  its  exact 
bin  location. 

United 8 s  300,000  sq.  ft.  turbine  engine  repair  building  features  a 
new  $2.5  million  plating  facility,  flame  spray  booths,  and  one  of  the 
largest  machine  shops  in  the  nation.     Here  also  is  the  first  electron  beam 
welder  in  the  industry. 

This  year,  about  25,000  visitors  will  tour  the  Base,  including 
scientists,  engineers  and  teachers,  as  well  as  school  children  getting 
their  first  close-up  look  at  a  modern  jetliner.     Anyone  visiting  San 
Francisco  may  take  the  United  Base  tours  scheduled  at  10  a.m.  and  2  p.m. 
Monday  through  Friday.

HIGHLIGHTS 

SUNOL  VALLEY  GOLF  COURSE.  On  May  15,  the  36  hole  Sunol 
Valley  Golf  Course  was  formally  opened.  One  18  is  lighted  for 
night  play.  The  course  is  in  Alameda  County  on  lands  owned  by 
the  Water  Department.     About  3,000  attended  the  dedication. 

SAN  JOAQUIN  PIPELINE  NO.   3  &  ALAMEDA  CREEK  SIPHON  NO.  3. 
On  May  17,  San  Joaquin  Pipeline  No.  3  and  Alameda  Creek  Siphon 
No.  3  were  officially  dedicated  at  Sunol.     Speakers  were  Mayor 
Alioto,  Commissioner  McDonnell,  Mr.  Carr,  Supervisor  Mehrkens  of 
Santa  Clara,  and  Supervisor  Murphy  of  Alameda. 


WATER  QUALITY 

During  the  month  of  April,  area  flushing  was  completed  in 
the  Pine  Lake  District  in  the  vicinity  of  Crestlake  and  34th 
Avenue,  involving  the  Sunset  pressure  zone.     A  total  of  24,200 
feet  of  4-inch  to  12-inch  diameter  mains  were  flushed.     In  carry- 
ing out  the  operation  a  total  of  39  gate  valves  and  blowoff  valves 
were  checked  and/or  operated. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a  total  of  33  individual  flushing 
operations  were  completed  to  prevent  or  overcome  dirty  water 
conditions . 

Area  flushing  in  the  Marina  District  is  scheduled  for 
May  21  through  June  14  as  a  part  of  the  normal  program. 

Flushing  and  cleaning  of  Alameda  Siphon  No.  3  was  accom- 
plished by  Alameda  Division  personnel.     On  April  16,  the  pipeline 
was  refilled  and  placed  into  service. 
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The  bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  in  San  Andreas 
Reservoir  improved  during  the  month,  making  possible  a  chlorine 
dosage  reduction.     Bacteriological  quality  of  all  treated  water 
remained  well  within  the  limits  of  U.  S.  Public  Health  Service 
Drinking  Water  Standard. 

Mr.  Dave  Reeser  of  the  Purification  Division  will  be  the 
project  manager  for  the  City's  joint  sponsorship  with  Stanford 
University  in  a  "Demonstration  Study  Project  on  the  Development 
of  Advanced  Technology  for  the  Filtration  of  Water."    An  applica- 
tion for  a  Health  Services  Special  Project  Grant  in  the  amount  of 
$234,232  to  defray  expenses  for  the  five-year  period  of  the  pro- 
posed study  is  at  present  pending  with  the  U.  S.  Department  of 
Health3  Education  and  Welfare  Office  of  Comprehensive  Health 
Planning. 


WATER  CONDITIONS 

April  precipitation  over  Peninsula  watersheds  averaged  a 
meager  5%  of  normal;  Alameda  watersheds  averaged  55%  of  normal. 

Rainfall  for  the  season  to  May  20  totaled  27.9  inches  at 
Pilarcitos,  24.3  inches  at  San  Andreas,  21.2  inches  at  Upper 
Crystal  Springs,  and  16. 9  inches  at  Calaveras.    Normal  rainfall 
at  these  stations  is  43.6  inches,  35.8  inches,  30.6  inches,  and 
21.4  inches,  respectively.

Water  was  transported  from  Hetch  Hetchy  sources  at  an  aver- 
age rate  of  275.5  MGD  during  April 3  and  the  draft  of  Calaveras 
water  through  Sunol  Valley  Filtration  Plant  averaged  3.3  MGD. 
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LEASES  AND  PERMITS 

The  new  Santa  Clara  Sand  and  Gravel  lease,  which  Includes  a 
vast  recreational  development,  was  approved  by  the  Pubilc  Utilities 
Commission  and  has  now  been  executed. 

Now  in  process  are  eleven  revenue  permits  and  eight  major 
leases,  in  addition  to  several  assignments  and  modifications. 

FINANCE 

Collections  for  sale  of  water  during  the  first  ten  months 
of  fiscal  year  1967-68  totaled  $16,962,388  —  $639,989  more  than 
collected  for  the  same  period  of  prior  fiscal  year.     Net  paying 
sales  for  the  month  of  April  1968  totaled  $1,575,252,  an  increase 
of  $108,896  over  April  1967. 

SERVICE  RENEWALS 

During  April,  a  total  of  490  old,  corroded  or  undersized 
service  pipes  were  replaced,  bringing  to  5,043  the  total  services 
renewed  during  the  first  ten  months  of  fiscal  year  1967-68. 

METER  REPAIRS 

The  meter  shop  repaired  a  total  of  526  meters  during  the 
month  of  April.     An  additional  402  were  repaired  under  the  contract 
repair  program  and  returned  to  the  Department. 

BAY  AREA  RAPID  TRANSIT 

Lower  Market  Street .     Plans,  specifications  and  an  estimate 
for  the  temporary  relocation  of  SFWD  facilities  involving  the 
cross-over  for  BARTD's  trains  and  the  proposed  Municipal  Railway 
turn-around  structure  are  being  prepared. 

In  connection  with  the  cross-over  structure  only,  review 
of  pre-final  plans  and  specifications  is  85%  completed.

LEGISLATION 

The  Department  has  been  cooperating  closely  with  the  City's 
legislative  representatives  in  Sacramento  in  support  of  State 
Constitutional  Amendment  No.  10,  which  proposes  legislation  estab- 
lishing a  formula  method  for  assessing  property  of  a  municipal  or 
district  utility  located  outside  its  own  boundaries. 

This  bill,  sponsored  by  California  Municipal  Utilities 
Association  and  authored  by  Senator  Moscone  and  others,  has  been 
passed  by  the  Senate  Revenue  and  Taxation  Committee,  the  Finance 
Committee s  and  the  Senate.     It  is  now  before  the  Assembly  Revenue 
and  Taxation  Committee.     On  May  15,  1968,  that  committee  passed 
several  proposed  amendments  to  the  bill;  it  was  sent  out  to  be 
reprinted  with  the  amendments  added,  and  is  scheduled  for  a  later 
hearing.

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REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  ten  months  of  fiscal 
year  1967-63  was  1.27%  more  than  for  the  corresponding  period 
last  year.    Total  revenues  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1967, 
through  April  30,  1968,  were  $476,103  more  than  budget  estimates, 
and  total  expenditures  during  the  same  period  were  approximately 
$154,987  ever  departmental  allotments. 

1968-69  BUDGET 

The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  approved  the  1968-69  Municipal  Rail- 
way Budget. 

The  budget  includes  a  request  for  $2,000,000  with  which  to  begin  a 
$51,000,000  program  of  replacement  of  the  motor  coach  fleet  and 
other  rolling  stock.    The  Board  included  a  condition  that  the  Con- 
troller is  to  withhold  disbursement  of  the  funds  pending  release 
thereof  pursuant  to  resolution  duly  adopted  by  the  Board  of  Super- 
visors, and  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  meanwhile  consider 
all  possible  alternatives  to  funding  this  item  from  ad  valorem 
taxes  without  any  offset,  including:     (1)  An  increase  not  to  exceed 
5<£  in  the  Municipal  Railway  basic  fare  rate,  (2)  increased  finan- 
cial return  from  higher  use  of  all  properties  under  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  and  (3)  such  other  pro- 
cedure as  will  minimize  fiscal  deficiencies  and  maximumize  financial 
return  from  all  utilities  operations. 

RATES  AND  CHARGES  HEARING  FOR  MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY 

In  connection  with  the  condition  imposed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
on  approval  of  the  Municipal  Railway  1968-69  Budget,  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  has  scheduled  a  hearing  on  rates  and  charges 
for  the  Municipal  Railway  for  Tuesday,  May  28,  1968,  at  2:00  p.m.

NEW  UNIFORMS  FOR  MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  OPERATORS 

The  new  operators'  uniforms  have  been  received  by  our  two  suppliers 
and  are  being  distributed  to  the  platform  personnel.    To  date  1,390 
requisitions  for  uniforms  have  been  issued  by  the  Division  Super- 
intendents . 
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On  Wednesday,  May  1,  1968,  at  approximately  8:30  a.m.,  a  crane 
working  on  the  Powell  Street  BART  Station  tipped  over  and  fell 
across  our  trolley  lines,  causing  considerable  damage  and  burning 
them  down.     Repairs  were  made,  and  because  of  this  accident  there 
was  a  delay  in  service  of  1  hour  and  29  minutes.     A  bill  to  re- 
cover the  cost  of  making  these  repairs  will  be  submitted  to  the 
contractor.

HIGHLIGHTS  OF  MAY  ACTIVITIES 
Traffic  Summary  (April) : 

Air  passengers  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport  during  April 
totaled  1,100,628  for  an  average  of  36,687  per  day.    This  was  17 • 2  per  cent  more 
than  for  the  corresponding  period  a  year  ago. 

Mail  volume  was  21,6^+1,672  pounds,  a  gain  of  29.6  per  cent,  with  first 
class  mail  shipped  by  air  showing  an  increase  of  163.8  per  cent.    Air  express 
shipments  dipped  7.3  per  cent  to  1,276,502  pounds,  and  air  freight  was  up  11.1 
per  cent  to  4l, 272,518  pounds.

Slick/Airlift  International 

The  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  has  approved  the  transfer  of  domestic  all- 
cargo  routes  held  by  Slick  Airways  to  Airlift  International $  an  east  coast  all- 
cargo  carrier  which  has  purchased  the  Slick  line.

WATER  QUALITY 

The  bacteriological  quality  of  water  in  Peninsula  reservoirs 
improved  during  the  month  of  May,  permitting  a  reduction  in  chlorine 
dosage  at  both  Crystal  Springs  and  San  Andreas  chlorination  sta- 
tions.    Crystal  Springs  dechlorination  stations  were  shut  down 
early  in  the  month  and  feed  rates  at  the  San  Andreas  stations  were 
reduced  in  proportion  to  the  reductions  in  chlorine  dosage. 

Bacteriological  quality  of  all  water  served  during  the  month 
remained  well  within  the  limits  of  the  U.S.  Public  Health  Drinking 
Water  Standards, 

San  Antonio  Reservoir  in  Alameda  County  and  Pilarcitos 
Reservoir  on  the  peninsula  were  treated  with  copper  sulfate  to 
inhibit  growths  of  algae. 

During  the  month  of  May,  a  total  of  26,800  feet  of  3-inch  to 
12-inch  diameter  water  mains  were  flushed  in  the  Marina  District 
served  from  University  Mound  Reservoir.     Sixty-two  (62)  gate  valves 
and  blowoff  valves  were  checked  and/or  operated  during  this  period. 

Eighteen  (18)  individual  flushing  operations  were  carried  out 
in  addition  to  the  area  flushing  program.     Ten  (10)  were  scheduled 
operations  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  dirty  water  conditions  and 
eight  (8)  were  to  correct  reported  occurrences  of  poor  water  condi- 
tions . 

Area  flushing  in  Parkside,  Sunset  and  Haight  Ashbury  Districts 
is  scheduled  from  July  8  through  July  26.    Maps  of  these  areas, 
showing  the  time  and  dates  when  flushing  is  scheduled  in  each  area, 
have  been  forwarded  for  use  of  news  media  to  inform  residents  of 
these  areas  of  the  operation. 

WATER  CONDITIONS 

The  sub-normal  rainfall  during  the  winter  (1967-68)  resulted 
in  water  production  of  21.6  MGD  average  to  the  end  of  May  1968. 
In  contrast,  local  production  to  the  end  of  May  1967  averaged  116 
MGD  which  is  an  all  time  record. 

A  sub-normal  water  year  produces  an  increase  in  demand  along 
with  reduced  production.     The  following  charts  give  a  graphic  pre- 
sentation of  this  combined  effect  and  confirm  the  need  for  adequate 
aqueduct  capacity  and  local  storage  facilities  to  meet  the  needs  of 
our  service  area.

Water  was  transported  from  Hetch  Hetchy  sources  at  an  aver- 
age rate  of  277.7  MGD  during  May,  and  the  draft  of  Calaveras  water 
through  Sunol  Valley  Filtration  Plant  averaged  9.6  MGD. 
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MEETINGS 

On  June  5,  Mr.  Frye  attended  a  meeting  of  the  State  Highway 
Commission  in  Sacramento  at  which  their  staff  report  on  Junipero 
Serra  Freeway  routing  was  presented. 

Although  Mr.  Frye's  presence  and  that  of  several  representa- 
tives from  the  Belmont  group  was  acknowledged,  none  of  the  visitors 
was  given  the  opportunity  to  make  a  presentation. 

On  June  17,  in  company  with  Jerry  Cohen  of  the  City  Attorney's 
office  and  Norm  Hansen  of  Wilsey  and  Ham,  Mr.  Frye  made  a  presenta- 
tion to  SPUR  on  our  Preservation  and  Recreation  Concepts  for 
Peninsula  Watershed  Lands  and  the  ridge  route  location  of  Junipero 
Serra  Freeway.    Mr.  Alan  Hart  and  Mr.  Trombolino  of  District  IV, 
State  Division  of  Highways,  also  made  a  presentation. 

Apparently  at  the  request  of  SPUR,  Mr.  Hall  of  Hall-Goodhue 
described  that  firm's  recommended  foothill  route  for  Junipero  Serra 
Freeway.    It  seemed  that  the  main  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  hear 
from  Mr.  Hall. 

After  the  question  period,  members  of  SPUR  were  requested  to 
remain  to  discuss  what  action  they  should  take,  and,  judging  from 
the  conduct  of  the  meeting  and  the  nature  of  the  questions  asked, 
SPUR  may  ask  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  receive  a  formal 
presentation  of  the  Hall-Goodhue  report. 

LEASES  AND  PERMITS 

One  non-profit  organization  permit  and  two  domestic  gardening 
permits  were  executed  by  the  Department  during  May. 

FINANCE 

Collections  from  the  sale  of  water  for  the  month  of  May 
totaled  $1,595,190  —  $140,585  more  than  collected  for  the  month  of 
May  1967. 

Net  paying  sales  for  May  were  $1,695,791  —  $382,034  greater 
than  for  May  1967. 

SERVICE  RENEWALS 

During  May,  a  total  of  524  old,  corroded  or  undersized  serv- 
ice pipes  were  replaced,  bringing  the  total  services  renewed  to 
5,567  during  the  first  eleven  months  of  fiscal  year  1967-68. 

METER  REPAIRS 

The  Department's  meter  shop  repaired  645  meters  during  May.

On  June  17,  1968,  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto  announced  the  appointment 
of  directors  of  the  non-profit  corporation  for  financing  the  pro- 
gram for  new  rolling  stock  for  the  Municipal  Railway.    Named  by 
Mayor  Alioto  were  Mr.  Walter  A.  Haas,  Sr.,  Chairman,  Mr.  Leo  M. 
Bianco,  Mrs.  Joseph  D.  Cuneo,  Mr.  Louis  di  Grazia,  Mr.  H.  Wei  ton 
Flynn,  Mr.  James  J.  Ludwig,  and  Mr.  William  M.  Reedy. 

REDUCTION  IN  ACCIDENT  RATES 

Operating  data  for  the  first  five  months  of  1968  indicates  a  reduc- 
tion in  traffic  accidents  and  passenger  accidents  for  street  cars, 
trolley  coaches,  and  motor  coaches  over  the  corresponding  period 
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for  1967.     Cable  car  traffic  accidents  were  also  off  over  last 
year,  but  passenger  accidents  increased  from  134  to  144  for  this 
period. 

WATER  BUMPERS 

One  hundred  Rich  Water  Bumpers  have  been  installed  on  our  motor 
coach  fleet.

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William  H.  Dennick  and  Warren  Poole,  of  McKinsey  &  Company,  Inc. , 
management  consultants,  presented  a  brief  summary  of  findings  and 
recommendations  on  the  basis  of  the  firm's  study  of  the  overall 
organization  and  administration  of  the  San  Francisco  public  utilities, 
as  contained  in  their  June  13,  1968,  report  entitled  "Vitalizing 
Management  in  the  Public  Utilities . "     Copies  of  this  report  were 
forwarded  to  Commissioners. 

Mr.  Dennick  said  it  is  clear  that  there  is  an  urgent  need  to  reorganize 
the  Public  Utilities  Commission  to  meet  present  conditions.  Based 
on  review  discussions  with  management  and  other  members  of  the  Com- 
mission, the  firm  is  convinced  that  the  climate  is  right  today  for 
effecting  the  changes  necessary.     A  "surprising  amount  of  improvement" 
can  be  made  within  the  existing  City  Charter  and  Civil  Service  Com- 
mission provisions,  he  said.     Mr.  Dennick  said  the  changes  can  be 
effected  now,  and  management  is  anxious  to  move.     Cost  of  change  is 
reasonable.     (Rough  estimated  cost  of  12  new  positions,   $2  80,000, 
which  would  be  off-set  by  savings  in  other  aspects  of  the  re-organiza- 
tion; i.e.,  the  elimination  of  20  surplus  positions  in  other  segments 
of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission) . 

He  said  the  benefits  of  the  change  are  very  substantial.  Dollar 
profits  that  can  be  realized  includes 

a)  Income  from  better  use  of  utilities  properties. 

b)  Economies  from  better  planning. 

c)  Increased  airport  income. 

d)  Increased  water  and  power  revenue.    The  planning  recommenda- 
tion for  a  Water  &  Power  Department  will  substantially 
increase  revenue  from  water  and  power  sales. 

e)  Most  importantly,  these  suggestions  lay  a  ground-work  for  a 
new  order  of  service  effectiveness  in  this  large  segment  of 
San  Francisco's  municipal  government. 

Commissioner  Goldman  discussed  the  recommended  position  of  Administra- 
tive Assistant  to  the  Executive  Director  in  the  re-organization  chart 
of  the  management  offices  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Mr.  Dennick  explained  that  any  Administrative  Assistant  is  not  a 
career  opportunity.     The  position  should  be  regarded  not  as  a  life- 
time job,  but  in  terms  of  start-and-stop  work  of  short  duration.  It 
would  be  desirable  to  have  someone  available  in  this  capacity  for  a 
term  of  one  year,  rather  than  two  or  three  months,  he  said?  but  he 
recognized  the  importance  of  vitally  needed  positions  regardless  of 
the  tenure  problems. 

Commissioner  Goldman  questioned  Mr.  Dennick  on  the  number  of  new 
positions.     The  consultant  recommended  that  essentially  all  those 
positions  indicated  in  red  on  the  charts  should  be  new  individuals — 
people  not  currently  in  the  organization.     All  the  other  new  positions 
in  green  on  the  chart  essentially  would  come  via  the  Civil  Service 
Commission.     The  reason  for  this,  primarily,  is  because  the  Utilities 
organization  does  not  have  the  skills  required.     With  a  free  hand  and 
concerted  effort,  these  positions  could  be  filled  in  two  or  three 
months,  he  estimated. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  the  consultants  had  considered  moving 
any  of  the  responsibility  into  other  units  of  the  City  governmental 
structure  having  the  expertise  already  existing  to  work  with  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission. 
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Mr.  Dennick  said  this  was  outside  their  area. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  about  priority  of  positions  if  personnel 
is  not  readily  available;  e.g.,  the  position  of  Research  Planning 
Bureau  Director., 

Mr.  Dennick  replied  that  in  the  report  there  is  a  priority  of  all 
positions;  a  need  in  terms  of  total  structure.     However,  the  example 
position  is  of  less  importance  in  emergency  terms . 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  Mr.  Dennick  if,  in  making  the  study, 
any  evidence  of  opposition  was  registered  to  the  recommendations. 

Mr.  Dennick  said  the  consultants  met  initially  with  people  to 
gather  material,  ideas,  and  an  understanding  of  their  causes  for 
concern.     The  recommendations  have  not  been  reviewed  with  anybody 
except  the  operating  people  within  the  organization.     They  were  quite 
surprised  with  the  reception  received.     There  was  very  little  opposi- 
tion to  the  proposed  changes . 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  Mr.   Dennick  if  he  anticipated  playing  any 
part  in  the  implementation  of  the  program.     Mr.  Dennick  said  he  hoped 
so. 

Upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Rousseau,  seconded  by  Commissioner  Diviny, 
the  Commission  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  68-0519,  accepting  the 
study  of  the  organization  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  prepared 
by  McKinsey  &  Company,  Inc.,  and  directing  the  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities  to  analyze  and  make  recommendations  as  to  ways  and 
means  of  implementing  the  recommended  re-organization. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  said  the  Commission  would  like  the  McKinsey 
people  available  for  consultation  and  possibly  to  be  present  at  the 
Commission  meeting  at  the  time  the  recommendations  of  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities  are  presented. 

****** 

With  regard  to  Resolution  No.  68-0532,  Mr.  Carr  recommended  the  date 
for  public  hearing  on  landing  charges  for  helicopter  operations  at 
the  Airport  be  set  for  the  September  17,  196  8  meeting.     The  SFO  Heli- 
copter people  are  presently  participating  in  a  hearing  in  Washington, 
D.  C. , following  which  some  of  the  key  people  will  be  on  vacation. 

****** 

AD  Calendar  Item  #11,  authorizing  the  Bank  of  America  to  proceed  with 
construction  of  a  foreign  currency  exchange  facility  in  Pier  G  at 
the  Airport,  was  taken  off  calendar  at  the  request  of  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities. 

****** 

In  discussing  Resolutions  No.   68-0537,  68-0538  and  68-0539,  Airport 
General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen,  explained  the  net  effect  of  this 
transaction  of  assigning  the  Barrett  National  Car  Rental  System  auto 
rental  operations  and  space  at  the  San  Francisco  International  Air- 
port, is  to  substitute  a  national  operation  for  a  local  franchise 
operation.     Barrett  has  a  3-year  franchise  under  National.     A  National 
Car  Rental  system  representative  was  present  to  answer  Commission 
questions . 

****** 
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Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager  James  J.   Finn  read  a  commun- 
ication received  from  the  Mission  Street  Merchants  Association,  dated 
June  25,  196  8,  on  the  subject  of  restoration  of  bus  service  on 
Mission  Street  following  completion  of  the  BART  excavation  work. 
Essentially  they  request  the  consideration  of  elimination  of  the 
Community  Bus  Service,  which  apparently  has  not  served  the  public 
needs,  and  partial  restoration  of  through  bus  service  on  Mission 
Street . 

The  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  was  directed  to  prepare  and 
suomit  a  report  and  recommendation. 

****** 

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Mr.  Carr  reported  on  the  unfortunate  fire  burning  in  Yosemite  National 
Park  just  below  0' Shaughnessy  Dam.     At  noon    today  the  fire  had  burned 
over  700  acres.     It  is  considered  contained,  but  not  completely  con- 
trolled.    The  area  is  all  on  the  north  side  of  the  canyon  and  does 
not  have  any  effect  on  the  Hetch  Hetchy  operation. 

****** 

Water  Department  General  Manager  &  Chief  Engineer  Arthur  H.  Frye,  Jr., 
gave  a  report  on  water  conditions s     To  the  end  of  May  1968,  due  to 
the  subnormal  rainfall  last  winter,  the  local  water  production  re- 
sulted in  a  21.6  MGD  average.     This  is  less  than  1/5  of  the  116  MGD 
averaged  to  the  end  of  May,  1967. 

Present  storage  compared  to  this  time  last  year  is  down  25.5%.  This 
is  107%  of  the  10-year  average  storage,  however,  and  not  serious  as 
yet. 

****** 

Mr.  O.  L.  Moore,  Hetch  Hetchy  Project  General  Manager,  reported  that 
lack  of  early  rains  may  make  it  necessary  later  in  the  year  to  buy 
power  to  fulfill  City  contracts. 

****** 

Mr.  George  Hansen  reported  Airport  passenger  traffic  for  the  month 
has  increased  13%  over  the  same  period  last  year,  and  the  Airport  is 
experiencing  some  traffic  problems  due  to  this  increase.     To  alleviate 
congestion,  valet  parking  in  front  of  the  South  Terminal  has  been 
discontinued.     Commissioner  Goldman  commented  on  the  roll  of  the 
Security  Officer  in  preventing  traffic  jams. 

****** 

The  Commission  discussed  the  alarm  system  in  the  Cable  Car  Barn  to 
detect  frayed  or  damaged  cables,  and  methods  for  improvement. 

John  T „  Squires,  Local  TWU  president,  said  he  was  present  when  George 
S.  Lewis  former  Transportation  Division  Superintendent,  Municipal 
Railway,  inspected  the  alarm  system  for  tolerance  and  location  and 
the  present  location  for  this  detector  was  then  determined  as  the  best. 
He  said  he  felt  the  alarm  detector  should  not  be  juggled  around,  and 
that  installation  as  proposed  by  Mr.  Woods,  of  a  radio  communication 
on  cable  cars  to  enable  the  gripman  to  alert  the  car  barn  in  the  event 
of  possible  trouble  would  solve  the  problem. 
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Commissioner  Goldman  requested  the  Municipal  Railway  to  investigate 
the  possibility  of  a  new  material  that  would  provide  greater  eohesion 
in  the  place  of  the  present  wooden  brake. 


Mr.  Frye  reported  that  for  the  month  of  May,  1968,  City's  return  from 
the  Sunol  Golf  Course  operation  was  approximately  $13,000. 


Commissioner  Diviny  moved  adoption  of  a  resolution  expressing  the 
sympathy  of  the  Commission  to  Thomas  P.  White,   former  Public 
Utilities  Commission  member,  on  the  death  of  his  wife,     Mrs.  Beatrice 
White.     Commissioner  Chase  seconded,  and  Resolution  No.   68-0560  was 
unanimously  adopted.

To  date,  it  appears  that  the 
operation  of  their  oil  separators  has  controlled  the 
excess  oils  that  appeared  in  the  drainage  canal  during 
the  latter  part  of  1967.    Staff  members  will  continue 

this  surveillance  for  the  remainder  of  this  year.

2.  Tenant  construction  drawings  checked  for  pollution 
control  facilities  this  quarter  included  United  Air 
Lines  and  Trans -World  Airlines. 

3.  Specific  sites  inspected  this  period  include:  United 
Air  Lines  Maintenance  Base,  Airborne  Freight,  Air 
California,  Pacific  Air  Lines,  American  Airlines, 
Trans  World  Airlines,  and  the  Terminal  areas.  In 
general,  the  drains  from  these  areas  were  found  to 

be  working  satisfactorily. 

4.  The  oxidation  ponds  continue  to  show  excellent  results. 
The  final  report  on  the  ponds  as  to  quality  on  an  an- 
nual basis  is  delayed  since  we  have  not  been  able  to 
collect  enough  wet  weather  samples. 

5.  Administrative  action  has  been  initiated  to  finance 
the  construction  of  a  new  sewage  treatment  plant  at 
the  Airport.    Preliminary  estimates  for  this  plant  are 
$2.3  million.

PUBLIC  HEARING 

TO  CONSIDER  REVISION  OF  SCHEDULE 
OF  RATES  AND  FARES  TO  BE  CHARGED 
BY  THE  MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY „ 


Commissioner  McDonnell  introduced  the  Commissioners,  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities  James  K.  Carr;  Acting  Secretary  and 
Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  William  J.   Dwyer;  and  John  M. 
Woods,  General  Manager  of  Municipal  Railway. 


****** 


Commissioner  McDonnell  reviewed  steps  taken  in  the  matter  of  Municipal 
Railway  fares.     He  stated  this  was  the  second  public  hearing  held  con- 
cerning the  fare  structure.     The  first  was  held  May  28,  1968?  no  action 
was  taken  at  that  time.     On  June  18,  1968,  the  General  Manager  of 
Public  Utilities  presented  to  the  Commission  a  proposed  schedule  of 
rates  and  charges  to  be  considered.     These  recommendations  were  pre- 
pared by  John  M.  Woods,  Municipal  Railway  General  Manager,  and  Mr. 
Carr  stated  he  concurred  in  Mr.  Woods'   recommendation.     The  Commission 
then  set  July  16,  1968,  for  public  hearing  on  the  fare  proposals. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  set  procedures  for  the  hearing,  and  said  that 
following  the  hearing,  the  Commission  would  take  the  proposed  fare 
revision  under  submission  and  at  the  following  meeting  on  July  30, 
1968,  would  vote  on  the  matter  and  announce  its  decision. 

Mr.  Carr  reviewed  the  fare  increase  proposal  as  it  was  presented  to 
the  Commission  at  its  June  18  meeting.     Mr.  Woods  explained  the 
estimated  effects  on  ridership  and  revenues. 

Commissioner  Goldman  pointed  out  that  in  addition  to  the  basic  recom- 
mendation of  a  5C  fare  for  senior  citizens  between  10; 00  a.m.  and 
3;00  p.m.,  the  Commission  is  also  considering  the  suggestion  that  the 
special  fare  for  senior  citizens  be  made  available  in  the  evening 
hours  during  light  use  of  the  vehicles;  namely,  1% 00  p.m.  to  midnight. 


*#**** 


After  the  presentation  thirty-nine  members  of  the  audience  spoke  on 
the  subject.     The  majority  speaking  were  in  favor  of  free  transporta- 
tion or  reduced  senior  citizen  fare  of  5£  or  10C.     Many  spoke  against 
raising  student  fares.     Five  spoke  in  favor  of  no  change  in  the  basic 
fare.     Two  spoke  in  favor  of  the  proposed  increase;  one,  with  the 
reservation  that  City  should  revert  back  to  15<=  if  the  Railway  deficit 
increases  or  increased  traffic  congestion  results  in  tearing  down 
buildings  to  make  room  for  more  parking  lots. 


****** 
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Airport  General  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  was  called  from  the  meeting  on 
a  personal  matter,  and  in  his  place  Walter  Wight,  Chief  Accountant, 
explained  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  proposed  Garage  and  Parking 
Lots  Lease  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

This  new  three-year  lease  is  to  replace  the  existing  lease  which 
terminates  October  15  this  year.     The  proposed  lease  calls  for  a 
minimum  guarantee  of  $2,400,000  per  year,  or  $200,000  per  month;  plus 
3-1/20  revenue  from  each  gallon  of  gas  delivered  to  the  service 
station.     Minimum  biddable  percentage  is  not  less  than  80%.     The  last 
biddable  percentage  was  83.25%.     The  operator  will  retain  revenues 
from  sales  of  service  and  merchandise. 

There  are  provisions  in  the  lease  to  allow  for  problems  of  expansion 
of  the  garage,  construction  of  the  (north)  terminal,  improvements  to 
the  runway  system.  The  guaranteed  number  of  stalls  will  be  approxi- 
mately 4500. 

Some  of  the  improvements  and  changes  made  in  the  proposed  lease  are 
from  experience  of  operation  and  from  discussion  with  other  operators 
at  other  airports,  said  Mr.  Wight. 

The  four  major  improvements  includes 

1)  Specific  mention  of  staffing,  including  the  number  of  atten- 
dants at  exit  gates? 

2)  Mobile  guard  service; 

3)  Improved  valet  service;  Mr.  Wight  said  there  was  one  major 
change  in  the  proposed  lease--a  $2.00  valet  parking  charge 
(instead  of  $2.50  as  shown  in  the  draft)   the  total  amount 
to  go  to  the  operator; 

4)  Adjustment  in  rates 


Mr.  Wight  said  it  was  important  now  that  the  Commission  approve  the 
proposed  lease  and  authorize  the  Director  of  Property  to  call  for  bids, 
in  order  to  make  an  August  1  bid  call  date,  and  award  by  September  17. 
This  would  only  give  the  new  operator  less  than  one  month  to  take 
over. 

Commissioner  Goldman  expressed  concern  again  over  the  shortness  of 
time  in  which  the  Commission  had  to  decide  in  this  matter. 

He  asked  who  prepared  the  lease  and  whether  the  present  operator  was 
consulted  on  any  factors  as  to  ways  of  improving  it.     Mr.  Wight  said 
the  lease  was  prepared  by  Mr.  Hansen  and  Deputy  City  Attorney  Paul 
Di  Noia.     He  did  not  know  whether  Mr.  Hansen  had  contacted  Mr.  Onorato, 
the  present  operator,  on  this  lease;  but  that  he  did  contact  him  on 
another  method. 

Mr.  S.  E„  Onorato,  who  was  present,  said  he  was  not  contacted  at  all 
in  connection  with  this  new  lease. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  Mr.  Onorato,  as  a  garage  operator,  several 
questions  with  regard  to  the  proposed  leases 

Whether  the  increase  in  rates  is  realistic?    Mr.  Onorato  said 
they  are  slightly  low  compared  with  other  cities. 

Whether  a  $2.00  valet  parking  charge  is  realistic?    Mr.  Onora- 
to said  it  is  realistic  and  looks  like  "Fort  Knox"  to  them. 
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How  the  area  is  to  be  policed,  service  kept  up  with  traffic, 
and  delays  prevented  in  exiting?     Mr.  Wight  replied  that  Air- 
port Management  has  the  final  word  in  the  staffing--if  the  exits 
are  not  adequately  staffed  the  lessee  will  be  in  violation  of 
the  contract. 

At  this  point  Mr.  Onorato  asked  permission  to  make  a  few  statements. 
He  said  experience  has  shown  that  cash  registers  at  the  exit  gates 
are  much  better  than  accounting  equipment.     Return  of  the  valet  ser- 
vice to  the  terminal  entrance  as  recommended  by  Mr.  Carr  would  tend 
to  slow  traffic  down  during  high  peak  hours.     The  parking  lots  should 
be  illuminated  to  eliminate  pilferage.     If  the  Bank  of  America  lot 
is  to  be  used  for  a  depository  for  valet  system,  ample  fencing  be 
provided  for  security  reasons. 

He  further  pointed  out  the  language  in  the  present  lease,  with  regard 
to  City's  responsibility  for  the  garage  foundations  and  walls  while 
the  garage  lessee  is  responsible  for  any  cracks  in  the  floor  and  any 
damage  to  automobiles  as  result  of  lime  seepage  through  said  cracks. 
The  subject  of  acceptance  of  checks  was  also  mentioned. 

Mr.  Wight  said  a  new  and  simpler  accounting  system  is  being  installed. 
He  said  the  lease  had  not  been  discussed  with  the  garage  operator 
because  of  the  shortage  of  time. 

Mr.   Dwyer  explained  the  reason  for  being  right  up  to  the  deadline  was 
because  the  Airport  attempted  first  to  work  a  management  arrangement 
during  the  construction  period.     They  ran  into  legal  difficulties — ■ 
when  the  project  got  to  the  Controller's  office,  it  was  found  not  to 
be  possible,  and  they  had  to  start  over  again. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  requested  Mr.  Onorato  to  submit  these  questions 
in  written  form  to  the  Commission.     In  view  of  the  fact  the  Airport 
Department  is  up  against  the  deadline,  he  suggested  that  at  the  time 
the  bid  is  submitted,  the  suggested  changes  and  the  reasons  therefore 
could  be  included  in  the  bid,  and  if  valid  they  could  be  dealt  with. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  in  view  of  the  serious  nature  of  this  matter- 
they  were  talking  of  an  income  per  annum  to  the  City  of  $2.5  million — 
he  felt  the  matter  deserved  additional  attention.     He  suggested  post- 
ponement of  the  approval  of  the  new  lease,  and  extending  the  present 
lease  on  a  pro-rata  basi.s  until  November  1,  196  8. 

Mr.  Dwyer  asked  Mr.  Onorato  if  he  would  be  agreeable  to  taking  the 
lease  on  a  month-to-month  basis  on  existing  terms. 

Mr.  Onorato  replied  that,  as  indicated  in  their  certified  statement 
of  profit  and  loss,  their  losses  to  date  out-of-pocket,  with  no  salary 
considered  for  himself  or  supervisors  out  of  San  Francisco,  is  approxi 
mately  $600,000  for  the  three  years.     However,  if  it  would  be  in  the 
interest  and  fairness  of  getting  improvements  in  the  new  lease,  he 
would  agree  to  operating  for  15  additional  days. 

Commissioner  Chase  said  a  great  deal  of  time  and  thought  have  gone 
into  this  matter.     He  said  he  liked  Mr.  McDonnell's  idea,  that  if  the 
contract  is  put  out  to  bid  in  its  present  form  and  there  is  compensa- 
tion in  the  situation,  the  successful  bidder  could  deal  with  the 
City  on  matters  brought  up  here  and  the  matter  could  be  resolved. 
He  said  he  would  hesitate  to  ask  the  operator  to  assume  another  two 
weeks'  loss.     He  was  prepared  to  vote  for  the  lease  in  its  present 
form. 
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Commissioner  Goldman  said  he  would  have  to  say  "no"  because  he  felt 
there  should  be  further  refinements . 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Paul  Di  Noia  said  the  resolution  before  the 
Commission  permits  changes  if  they  are  not  of  a  material  nature. 
Many  of  the  suggestions  of  Mr.  Onorato  for  improvement  of  service 
could  be  incorporated  in  the  lease  even  though  the  Commission  approved 
the  lease  at  this  meeting,  he  said. 

After  further  discussion,  it  was  agreed  that  Mr.  Onorato  would  meet 
with  Airport  staff  and    the  Deputy  City  Attorney  at  the  Airport  the 
following  morning  at  lOsOO  a.m.  to  review  these  suggested  improve- 
ments in  the  service  for  possible  inclusion  in  the  lease. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  the  matter  was  resolved  to  his  satis- 
faction and  he  was  prepared  to  vote.     Commissioner  Chase  moved, 
Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded,  and  the  Commisison  unanimously  adopted 
Resolution  No.  68-0577. 


In  discussing  Resolution  No.  68-0582,  approving  the  application  sub- 
mitted by  the  Coastside  County  Water  District  for  water  supply  for 
resale  purposes,  Mr.  Carr  said  the  new  agreement  lasting  until  1980 
will  serve  coastal  areas  in  the  vicinty  of  Half  Moon  Bay.     San  Fran- 
cisco will  supply  supplemental  quantities  of  water  in  increasing 
amounts  until  the  Coastside  County  Water  District  has  completed  its 
Pescadero  Creek  Project  source  of  water.     At  that  time  the  agreement 
will  be  reviewed. 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  proposed  water  service  area  allows  space  for  a 
green  belt  between  the  service  area  and  the  watershed  lands  owned  by 
San  Francisco,  which  has  a  minimum  width  of  1/4  mile. 

San  Mateo  County  Supervisor  Jean  Fassler  was  a  major  advocate  in  the 
negotiations  for  more  water  for  the  District.

MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  MONTHLY  REPORT         -2-  June  28,  1968 

REVENUES  AND  EXPENDITURES 

Adult  fare  passenger  revenue  for  the  first  eleven  months  of  fiscal 
year  1967-68  was  1.15%  more  than  for  the  corresponding  period  last 
year.    Total  revenues  for  the  period  from  July  1,  1967,  through 
May  31,  1968,  were  $540,484  more  than  budget  estimates,  and  total 
expenditures  during  the  same  period  were  approximately  $141,275 
over  departmental  allotments. 

RATES  AND  CHARGES  HEARINGS  FOR  MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY 

On  May  28,  1968,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  held  a  hearing  on 
rates  and  charges  for  the  Municipal  Railway  in  the  Chambers  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors.    This  hearing  was  held  in  order  to  obtain 
some  public  .expression  prior  to  Commission  action.    At  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  meeting  of  June  18,  1968,  the  Commission  set 
a  date  for  a  public  hearing  for  July  16,  1968,  to  consider  recom- 
mended rates  and  charges  which  were  submitted  by  the  General  Man- 
ager of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

MUNI  MAN  OF  THE  MONTH" 

Operator  Harry  J.  Garabedian,  Cap  1470,  became  the  203rd  Muni  Man 
of -the  Month  at  ceremonies  conducted  at  Ocean  Division  on  May  24, 
1968.  Mr.  Arthur  Ryan,  Division  Superintendent,  made  the  presen- 
tation of  the  Muni  Man  certificate. 


NEW  UNIFORMS  FOR  MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  OPERATORS 

Distribution  of  the  new  operators'  uniforms  is  continuing.  To 
date  1,601  requisitions  for  uniforms  have  been  issued  by  the 
Division  Superintendents. 

BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS  NON-PROFIT  CORPORATION 

On  June  17,  1968,  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto  announced  the  appointment 
of  directors  of  the  non-profit  corporation  for  financing  the  pro- 
gram for  new  rolling  stock  for  the  Municipal  Railway.    Named  by 
Mayor  Alioto  were  Mr.  Walter  A.  Haas,  Sr.,  Chairman,  Mr.  Leo  M. 
Bianco,  Mrs.  Joseph  D.  Cuneo,  Mr.  Louis  di  Grazia,  Mr.  H.  Welton 
Flynn,  Mr.  James  J.  Ludwig,  and  Mr.  William  M.  Reedy. 

REDUCTION  IN  ACCIDENT  RATES 

Operating  data  for  the  first  five  months  of  1968  indicates  a  reduc- 
tion in  traffic  accidents  and  passenger  accidents  for  street  cars, 
trolley  coaches,  and  motor  coaches  over  the  corresponding  period 
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for  1967.     Cable  car  traffic  accidents  were  also  off  over  last 
year,  but  passenger  accidents  increased  from  134  to  144  for  this 
period. 

WATER  BUMPERS 

One  hundred  Rich  Water  Bumpers  have  been  installed  on  our  motor 
coach  fleet.    Two  of  these  vehicles  have  been  involved  in  accidents 
since  their  installation,  and  in  both  instances  only  minor  damage 
was  incurred  to  the  other  vehicle. 


IMPROVEMENTS  TO  MUNICIPAL  RAILWAY  PROPERTIES 

Work  is  continuing  on  the  program  to  improve  and  rehabilitate 
properties  of  the  Municipal  Railway.    The  following  is  status  of 
various  contracts: 

Contract  523  -  Roof  Repairs  at  24th  §  Utah  Garage  Machine  Shop. 
Work  on  this  project  is  completed. 

Contract  525  -  Roof  and  Building  Repairs,  Geneva  Substation.  Con- 
tract awarded  to  low  bidder,  awaiting  certification. 

Contract  533  -  Turn-Around  Loop,  Ferry  Park.  Work  has  started  on 
this  project.  Abbett  Electric  Company  is  the  con- 
tractor for  the  electrical  work. 

Contract  534  -  Interior  Painting  Geary  Offices.    Contract  has  been 
certified,  and  work  will  proceed  shortly. 

Contract  535  -  Repaving  Presidio  Trolley  Coach  Yard.  The  work  on 
this  project  is  75%  complete. 

Contract  538  -  Two-way  Radios  for  Motor  Coaches.     Contract  was 

awarded  to  low  bidder,  Motorola,  Inc.,  who  will  fur- 
nish and  install  200  radios.     Contract  is  awaiting 
certification . 

Contract  539  -  Cable  Car  Barn  Visitors  Gallery,  Unit  #2.  Contract 
was  awarded  to  low  bidder,  Trans-Western  Construc- 
tion Co.,  in  amount  of  $66,533,  and  is  awaiting 
certification. 

Contract  540A  -  Trolley  Coach  Detour  from  Army  Street  to  25th  Street. 

Contract  certified  June  14,  1968.  First  day  of  con- 
tract June  17,  1968. 

Contract  541  -  Automatic  Lubrication  and  Temperature  Monitoring 
System,  Cable  Winding  Machinery.    One  bid  was  re- 
ceived and  will  be  rejected  as  it  exceeds  the  esti- 
mate . 
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Interior  Painting  Washington  §  Mason  Car  Barn.  Bids 
are  to  be  received  on  July  11,  1968. 

Interior  Painting  24th  £  Utah  Buildings.  Awaiting 
certification . 

Interior  Painting  Potrero  Car  House.    Work  is  pro- 
ceeding satisfactorily--50%  complete. 

Interior  Painting  Kirkland  Bus  Yard  Buildings.  This 
contract  has  been  completed.

SUMMER  SCHEDULES  EFFECTIVE  JUNE  17,  1968 

Weekday  schedules  for  the  summer  vacation  period  were  revised  for 
Lines  5-6-7-21-22  and  30.     Due  to  probable  delays  on  Haight  Street 
Line  7  was  changed  from  trolley  coach  operation  to  motor  coach  opera- 
tion for  the  summer  months  requiring  an  interdi visional  sign-up 
between  Ocean  and  Potrero.    A  similar  procedure  was  followed  last 
summer. 

Cable  car  schedules  for  Powell  Street  Lines  59  and  60  were  revised 
weekdays  and  Saturdays  for  summer  travel.    An  additional  cable  car 
was  scheduled  on  California  Street  Line  61  on  Saturday  and  Sunday 
from  approximately  11:00  a.m.  to  7:00  p.m. 

BART  CONSTRUCTION 

Work  of  realigning  and  connecting  the  track  on  Market,  between  8th 
and  7th  Streets  necessitated  curtailment  of  streetcar  service  on 
Market  Street  from  7:00  p.m.,  Friday,  May  24,  and  all  day  Saturday 
and  Sunday,  May  25  and  26,  1968.    During  this  time  streetcars  were 
turned  back  at  Eleventh  §  Market  Streets  and  substitute  motor  coach 
service  was  operated  between  Eleventh  §  Market  Streets  and  the  East 
Bay  Terminal.

HETCH  HETCHY  PROJECT 


Highlights 

The  department  completed  negotiations  with  the  Modesto  Irrigation  District  for  an 
extension  of  our  power  sales  and  purchase  contract.     The  contract  presented  to  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  for  approval  will  result  in  an  increase  in 
revenue  to  the  Hetch  Hetchy  project  of  §2,660,000  over  the  next  seven  years. 

The  snowmelt  runoff  into  the  City's  mountain  reservoirs  has  practically  ended. 
As  a  direct  result  of  the  subnormal  runoff  the  reservoirs  did  not  fill  this  year 
(except  for  the  relatively  small  Lake  Eleanor  Reservoir)  and  have  reached  their 
storage  peaks.     On  June  25,  1968  Hetch  Hetchy  Reservoir  reached  295,152  acre  feet. 
(81.9%  of  capacity)  and  on  June.  4,  1968  Lake  Lloyd  Reservoir  reached  221 , 547  acre 
feet  (82.47^  of  capacity).

Due  to  the  lack  of  rain,  a  final  report  showing  that  the  oxidation  ponds  are 
performing  on  an  all-weather  basis  has  been  delayed  because  there  has  not  been 
enough  wet  weather  samples  collected  for  analysis  this  past  winter  and  spring.

FAA  Projects 

The  Grant  Agreement  for  fiscal  year  1967-68  was  executed  by  the  City  on  June  30, 
1968.     Under  the  agreement  the  FAA  will  allocate  approximately  $1,067,000  toward 
the  cost  of  reconstructing  taxiways ,  runways,  and  terminal  aprons  at  the  Airport. 
Total  estimated  project  cost  is  about  $2,850,000  including  some  portions  of  the 
work  which  are  not  eligible  for  FAA  aid.

Proposed  resolution  establishing  a  revised  schedule  of 
rates,  fares,  and  charges  for  the  Municipal  Railway? 

directing  that  said  schedule  be  submitted  to  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  as  required  by  Charter?  the  effective  date 
for  such  revised  schedule  to  be  on  the  first  day  of  the 
month  following  the  date  when  the  last  coach  of  the  first 
50-coach  order  for  new  coaches  is  placed  in  service?  and 

approving  and  submitting  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  a 
report  of  the  anticipated  effect  of  the  revision  upon  the 
budget  of  the  Municipal  Railway. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  introduced  the  subject  by  stating  the  Commis- 
sion has  had  two  public  hearings  on  this  matter,  one  on  May  28,  1968, 
and  the  second  on  July  16,  196  8.     At  the  conclusion  of  the  July  16 
hearing,  the  Commission  took  the  matter  under  advisement,  stating  it 
would  make  its  decision  at  today's  meeting. 

Secretary  and  Assistant  General  Manager  James  J.  Finn  reported  that 
since  the  July  16  meeting  several  communications  from  citizens  have 
been  received?  many  urged  support  of  the  increase. 
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At  the  request  of  the  Commission,  Mr.  Finn  read  a  letter  from  the 
Greater  San  Francisco  Chamber  of  Commerce,  addressed  to  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  on  July  26,  1968,  containing  a  copy  of  the 
resolution  passed  unanimously  by  the  Board  of  Directors  of  that 
organization  on  July  18,  1968,  which  read  as  follows s 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Greater  San  Francisco  Chamber 
of  Commerce  recommend  increased  fare  schedules  for  the 
San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  and  offer  illustrative 
fare  increase  schedules  to  the  San  Francisco  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  its  staff  to  aid  them  in  their 
deliberations  but  not  attempt  to  set  forward  the  precise 
fare  schedule. 

and  also  containing  copy  of  a  report  from  the  Special  Project  Commit- 
tee, Transportation  Department   (signed  by  Gayton  E.  Germane,  Chair- 
man,) to  the  Board  of  Directors  on  the  subject  of  Municipal  Railway 
Fare  Schedule. 

Page  Two  of  the  report  contained,  briefly,  the  following  recommended 
action  s 

1.  The  Committee  supports  the  basic  objective  of  an  increase  in  the 
Municipal  Railway  fare  to  obtain  additional  revenue  in  order  to 
reduce  the  growing  operating  deficit. 

2.  The  Committee  takes  exception  with  the  PUC  staff's  fare  schedule 
because  it  does  not  encourage  additional  ridership  on  the  system. 

3.  The  Committee  asks  that  an  imaginative  Muni  fare  structure  be 
developed  and  implemented  by  the  PUC  which  will  give  passengers  a 
number  of  incentives  to  increase  both  the  system's  revenue  and 
ridership.     Experimentation  with  a  more  sophistocated  fare  structure 
could  yield  greater  revenue  and  encourage  additional  riders  (shopper- 
oriented)  during  the  off-peak  hours.     The  sale  of  weekly  and  daily 
passes  could  also  reduce  the  amount  of  time  in  handling  cash  fares 
and  contribute  to  the  general  safety  of  the  Muni  Drivers. 

4.  During  the  next  three  years   (prior  to  the  completion  of  the 
BART  system)   the  Muni  could  experiment  with  a  number  of  fare  pro- 
posals, with  the  understanding  that  these  innovations  are  temporary. 
After  BART's  completion  the  fare  should  be  evaluated  again. 

5.  As  any  Muni  fare  increase  decreases  the  cost  of  parking  in  the 
City,  the  PUC  should  coordinate  its  actions  with  the  San  Francisco 
Parking  Authority,  i.e.,  fringe  parking  for  out-of-town  commuters, 
with  special  buses  to  the  downtown  area,  should  be  explored. 

Mr.  Carr  then  read  his  memorandum  of  July  30,  19  68,  addressed  to  the 
Commissioners,  with  regard  to  two  possible  changes  in  the  proposed 
fare  schedule  as  contained  in  his  memorandum  of  recommendation  dated 
July  18,  1968,  and  presented  at  the  public  hearing  on  that  date. 

The  first  change  is  a  suggestion  that  school  tickets  be  sold  10  for 
75  cents,  instead  of  10  for  $1.00. 

The  second  suggested  change  is  that  the  5C  fare  for  senior  citizens 
be  applicable  from  7  s 00  p.m.  to  12s 00  midnight,  in  addition  to  the 
recommended  period  of  10; 00  a.m.  to  3s 00  p.m. 

William  J.  Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Finance,  explained  the 
effect  of  the  two  changes  on  estimated  revenues. 
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The  extension  of  service  to  the  elderly  would  mean  approximately 
$85,000  less  in  revenue. 

The  reduction  in  student  fares  would  reduce  revenues  by  $325, 000 „ 

For  discussion  purposes  Commissioner  Rousseau  moved  adoption  of  the 
fare  adjustments  as  originally  proposed?  Commissioner  Chase  seconded. 

Commissioner  Diviny  made  a  motion  for  amendment  of  the  section  per- 
taining to  school  tickets,  to  read  10  rides  will  be  sold  for  75C; 
Commissioner  Chase  seconded  the  motion . 

On  roll  call  the  amendment  passed  unanimously. 

Commissioner  Goldman  moved  amendment  to  senior  citizen  5C  fare 

to  include  the  period  from  ItOQ  p.m.  to  12s00  midnight;  Commissioner 

Chase  seconded. 

On  roll  call  the  amendment  was  unanimously  adopted. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  this  is  the  first  time  in  16  years  that  a 
fare  increase  has  been  considered.     However,  the  increase  would  not 
become  effective  until  the  last  coach  of  the  first  50  new  vehicles  is 
placed  in  service.     He  said  he  felt  he  would  not  be  performing  his 
duty  as  a  Commissioner  if  he  did  not  add  another  amendment,  namely, 
that  the  basic  local  fare  be  increased  to  25£. 

He  said  in  1952  the  increase  was  accomplished  so  that  the  user  paid 
the  full  cost  of  the  operation  of  the  Municipal  Railway.     Since  that 
time  there  has  been  no  fare  increase.     In  the  meantime  the  cost  of 
operation  has  increased  to  the  point  that  in  the  year  1968,  the  tax- 
payer is  paying  roughly,  in  round  figures,  50%  of  the  cost  of  oper- 
ating the  Railway.     The  total  cost  is  $40  million;  the  fare-paying 
passenger  paying  approximately  $20  million,  and  the  balance  borne  by 
the  taxpayer. 

Commissioner  Goldman  pointed  out  the  staff-recommended  fare  increase 
of  5C  would  result  in  approximately  $5  million  reduction  in  cost  to 
the  taxpayer.     He  said  that  would  mean  in  the  current  fiscal  year 
there  is  approximately  $1.00  of  the  tax  rate  applied  to  the  mainten- 
ance of  the  Municipal  Railway  system.     By  increasing  the  fare  5C  to 
20C,  this  charge  is  reduced  to  75C.     If  the  Commission  were  consis- 
tent with  the  1952  figure,  it  would  increase  the  fare  today  to  some- 
where between  35$  and  40C,  he  said.     He  questioned  if  it  was 
prudent  to  have  the  taxpayer  carry  that  portion  of  the  burden. 

Commissioner  Goldman's  motion  to  amend  the  resolution  to  increase  the 
basic  fare  to  25$  died  for  want  of  a  second. 

To  conform  with  the  two  amendments  being  adopted,  Commissioner  Chase 
moved  that  the  penultimate  paragraph  of  the  resolution  be  changed  to 
read  "the  revenues  from  the  rates  and  charges  of  the  Municipal  Rail- 
way as  approved  by  this  resolution  will  be  increased  by  an  estimated 
amount  of  $5  million"  instead  of  $5.5  million.  Commissioner  Diviny 
seconded.     This  amendment  was  unanimously  approved. 

Commissioner  Diviny  moved  adoption  of  the  resolution,  as  amended, 
establishing  rates,  fares  and  charges  to  be  charged  by  the  Municipal 
Railway;  Commissioner  Rousseau  seconded.     On  roll  call  Resolution 
No.  68-0594  was  unanimously  adopted. 
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The  Commission  noted  that  Mr.  Carr's  memorandum  of  July  30,  1968, 
stated  that  the  Municipal  Railway  has  been  performing  substantial 
welfare  and  educational  services  in  San  Francisco,  and  will  undoubt- 
edly be  called  upon  to  increase  these  services;  and  authorized  the 
General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  to  explore  the  availability  of 
educational  and  welfare  funds  from  State  and  Federal  sources. 

In  answer  to  a  question  from  the  audience,  Mr.  Carr  estimated  that 
there  should  be  new  buses  in  operation  the  second  quarter  of  1969,  if 
the  non-profit  corporation  proposal  goes  forward  without  delay.

In  discussing  Resolution  No.  68-0595,  extending  the  Modesto  Irrigation 
District  contract  for  sale  and  purchase  of  electric  power  by  a  new 
agreement,  and  amending  the  existing  Pacific  Gas  and  Electric 
Company  contract  for  purchase  of  supplementary  power,  Mr.  Carr  said 
this  will  result  in  increased  payments  to  City  amounting  to  an  addi- 
tional $2.6  million  in  revenue  (an  average  of  11.5%  over  present  rate 
levels) . 

This  extension  to  1975  will  place  City  in  a  better  position  to 
coordinate  its  power-marketing  program  with  other  agencies  in  the 
region.     It  is  customary  to  work  out  long- terra  power  contracts  con- 
siderably in  advance  of  their  expiration  dates. 


****** 


Dale  H.  Fearn,  Assistant  General  Manager,  Planning  and  Development, 
Airport  Department,  explained  Resolution  No.  68-0607,  approving  pro- 
fessional services  agreement  between  the  City  and  Arthur  Andersen 
and  Company.     This  is  primarily  a  management  consultant  contract 
which  provides  the  control  on  the  interrelationship  between  each  of 
the  multiple  projects  in  construction  and  design.     There  are  between 
35  and  60  different  projects  which  must  be  interrelated  and  the 
services  under  this  agreement  will  enable  the  Airport  to  set  up  a 
network  to  control  the  critical  path  of  each  contractor,  forcing  each 
to  fit  its  critical  path  of  construction  into  the  Airport's  overall 
program. 

Commissioner  Rousseau  spoke  of  the  importance  of  this  critical  path 
method  of  control  in  the  construction  business.     He  asked  who  was  to 
be  responsible  for  follow  up.     Mr.  Fearn  said  a  request  is  being 
processed  for  a  Project  Coordinator  who  will  be  assigned  to  his  staff 
in  charge  of  the  "nuts  and  bolts"  detail  to  see  that  the  Airport 
construction  is  following  the  critical  path  on  the  scheduled  stages 
of  the  major  additions  to  the  Airport.

The  Commission  adopted  Resolution  No.  68-0618,  approving  preliminary 
specifications  for  a  $4  million  building  to  house  additional  United 
Air     tries  maintenance  and  office  facilities  at  the  Airport.  Airport 
Gen~  :  ?.l  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  said  this  two-story  steel  structure 
is  another  stage  in  United' s  $160  million  expansion  program.

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Airport  Calendar  Item  #20,  regarding  negotiation  of  an  agreement  with 
Kennedy  Engineers  for  preliminary  studies  and  preparation  of  plans 
and  specifications  for  construction  of  sewage  treatment  facilities  at 
the  Airport  was  taken  off  calendar.     This  was  done  at  the  General 
Manager  of  Public  Utilities'  request.

With  regard  to  the  ratification  of  Resolution  No.  68-0593,  proposed 
3-year  lease  covering  Garage  and  Parking  Lots  operation  at  the  Airport, 
Mr.  Hansen  said  the  Director  of  Property  is  advertising  the  next  three 
days  for  bid  call.     The  Airport  is  mailing  letters  to  a  list  of  poten- 
tail  bidders,  inviting  their  interest.     Upon  indication  of  their 
interest,  a  copy  of  the  proposed  lease  document  will  be  sent  for  their 
study. 

In  answer  to  Commissioner  Goldman's  question  as  to  why  the  reduction 
in  the  valet  parking  fee  from  $2.50  as  first  proposed,  to  $2.00, 
Mr.  Hansen  said  extensive  investigation  has  revealed  no  other  Airport 
charges  as  much  as  $2.50.     Furthermore,  conclusion  has  been  reached 
that  $2.00  would  be  a  logical  amount  for  the  lessee  to  retain  to  have 
a  profitable  operation.     The  fee  was  fixed  at  $2.00  from  both  view- 
points . 

Mr.  Hansen  added  that  language  in  the  lease  document  makes  it  possible 
to  discontinue  the  valet  parking  should  this  be  deemed  advisable. 
Mr.  Hansen  said  he  would  like  to  see  the  service  provided  for  one 
more  year  as  there  is  an  area  available  for  valet  parking  which  can- 
not immediately  be  changed  for  revenue-producing  purposes  at  this 
time . 

In  order  to  clarify  the  question  asked  at  the  last  Commission  meeting 
as  to  whether  the  lease  was  discussed  with  the  present  operator,  S.  E. 
Onorato,  Mr.  Hansen  said  last  Spring  he  and  his  staff  met  with 
several  operators  in  a  desire  to  put  together  a  maximum-type  of 
agreement.     Not  only  did  they  meet  with  Mr.  Onorato  and  his  associates, 
but  the  president  of  the  Airport  Parking  Corporation  of  America,  whose 
headquarters  are  in  Cleveland,  came  out  with  a  team  of  people.  Also 
executives  of  the  Allright  Auto  Parks  Inc.  of  Texas  were  consulted. 
The  benefit  of  the  thinking  of  all  these  people  was  sought  in  order 
to  improve  the  lease  document,  Mr.  Hansen  said. 

Mr,  Hansen  said  there  might  have  been  a  misinterpretation  of  the 
question  asked  Mr.  Onorato.     Mr.  Onorato  had  not  been  asked  to  review 
the  financial  document  propared  by  the  Airport  for  the  Commission's 
information .

Commissioner  Chase  questioned  the  necessity  for  Commission  action  in 
accepting  completion  of  contracts  where  there  is  no  extension  of 
tinrfc  or  modification  of  contract  involved,  and  asked  whether  this 
ccv.ld.  not  be  an  administrative  action.

In  discussing  completion  of  the  service  agreement  with  McKinsey  & 
Company,  Inc.  in  connection  with  reorganization  of  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  (Resolution  No.  68-0641) ,  Mr.  Carr  informed  the  Commission 
of  the  formation  of  a  committee  to  interview  applicants  to  the  two 
recommended  positions  of  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Transportation,  and 
Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Property  Management,     Mr.  Carr  explained  to 
the  Commission  these  were  two  positions  where  the  need  was  most 
important.

Junipero  Serra  Freeways     Mr.  Carr  stated  that  at  the  July  11,  1968,

Prior  to  the  July  16  hearing  on  the  above  subject,  you 
had  before  you  my  recommendations  of  June  18  and  the  recommen- 
dations of  Mr.  John  M.  Woods,  General  Manager  of  the  Municipal 
Railway,  dated  June  14,  concerning  fare  adjustments. 

You  will  have  before  you  at  your  July  3  0  meeting  a 
suggested  resolution  that  approves  the  recommendations  in 
my  memo  of  June  18. 

Since  the  hearing  of  July  16,  the  staff  has  had  inquiries 
from  members  of  the  Commission  with  regard  to  two  possible 
changes  from  the  recommendations  of  the  staff. 

The  first  is  a  suggestion  that  tickets  for  school 
children  be  sold  10  for  75  cents,  instead  of  10  for  $1.00, 
as  recommended. 

The  second  suggested  change  is  that  the  5-cent  fare  for 
senior  citizens  would  be  applicable  with  the  showing  of  a 
Medicare  Card  from  7:00  p.m.  to  12:00  midnight,  in  addition 
to  the  recommended  period  of  10:00  a.m.  to  3:00  p.m. 

The  Public  Utilities  Commission,  under  Section  130  of 
the  City  Charter,  has  held  hearings  on  these  recommendations 
and  can,  in  its  discretion,  make  the  changes  that  have  been 
suggested .

He  has  also  expressed  concern  over 
the  cost  of  transportation  for  students. 

Mayor  Alioto  emphasized  to  me  that  the  policy  decision 
in  this  matter  is  first  a  responsibility  of  the  Public 
Utilities  Commission  and  that  he  will  leave  it  to  the 
judgment  of  the  Commission. 

For  your  information,  the  7  p.m.  to  12  midnight 
extension  of  service  to  the  elderly  will  mean  approximately 
$85,000  less  in  revenue.     The  reduction  on  student  fares 
(10  for  750  would  reduce  revenues  by  $3  2  5,000  as  compared 
to  10  for  $1.00. 

The  fare  adjustments  with  these  two  changes  would  net 
about  $5  million  a  year  above  present  revenues. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Municipal  Railway  has  been  performing 
substantial  welfare  and  educational  services  in  San 
Francisco,  and  will  undoubtedly  be  called  upon  to  increase 
these  services,  it  is  requested  that  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  be  authorized  to  explore  the  avail- 
ability of  educational  and  welfare  funds  from  State  and 
Federal  sources . 

This  is  with  the  objectives  in  mind  of  reimbursing 
Railway  accounts  for  these  services ,  if  it  is  at  all 
practicable.     As  you  know,  we  have  been  fighting  a  constant 
fight  to  restrain  the  Railway  deficit  --  even  while  faced 
with  the  responsibility  of  modernizing  the  system.  Taking 
advantage  of  subventions  that  may  be  available  is  one 
method  of  doing  this.     We  shall  be  searching  for  others.

On  June  14,  1968,  I  submitted  to  you  a  proposed  schedule  of  rates 
and  charges  for  the  Municiual  Railway.    These  rates  and  charges  were  sub- 
mitted  by  you  to  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  with  a  recommendation  that 
they  be  adopted.    The  rates  and  charges  were  published  in  the  official  news- 
paper, and  a  public  hearing  was  held  on  July  16,  1968,  at  which  time  various 
groups  expressed  their  comments . 

One  of  the  major  complaints  was  submitted  by  the  Senior  Citizens. 
They  expressed  a  desire  that  they  be  permitted  to  ride  at  a  reduced  rate 
between  the  hours  of  7  p.m.  and  midnight.    This  would  be  in  addition  to  the 
recommendation  that  they  be  permitted  to  ride  at  a  reduced  rate  between  the 
hours  of  10  a.m.  and  3  p.m. 

Commissioner  Goldman  at  the  meeting  of  June  13,  196S,  requested 
information  as  to  what  effect  the  granting  of  this  request  would  have  on 
our  estimated  increase  in  revenue  due  to  the  increase  in  fare.  Attached 
are  two  tables --Table  1  shows  the  estimated  increase  in  revenue  with  Senior 
Citizens  being  permitted  to  ride  at  a  reduced  fare  between  the  hours  of 
10  a.m.  and  3  p.m.    Table  2  shows  the  estimated  revenue  with  Senior  Citizens 
being  permitted  to  ride  at  the  reduced  fare  between  7  p.m.  and  midnight  in 
addition  to  reduced  rates  between  10  a.m.  and  3  p.m.    The  difference  in  the 
increase  in  revenue  is  $126,000. 

I  recommend  that  the  schedule  of  rates  and  charges  be  amended  to 
provide  reduced  rates  for  the  Senior  Citizens  between  the  hours  of  10  a.m. 
to  3  p.m.  and  7  p.m.  to  midnight.    No  additional  equipment  or  manpower  would 
be  required  to  take  care  of  this  additional  riding. 

Last  November  the  electorate  approved  Proposition  "G"  which  granted 
the  platform  members  the  same  fringe  benefits  as  now  enjoyed  by  the  two  oper- 
ating authorities  in  New  York  City.    These  benefits  are  now  being  calculated, 
and  it  appears  that  Municipal  Railway  deficit  for  the  fiscal  year  1968-69 
will  reach  18-million  dollars.  .  Approval  of  the  fare  increase  will  not  have 
any  significant  effect  on  this  deficit  unless  we  can  obtain  new  roiling  stock

WATER  QUALITY 

Area  flushing  of  water  mains  in  the  Marina  District  was 
completed  during  June  and  flushing  of  mains  in  Parkside,  Sunset 
and  Haight-Ashbury  districts  started  on  July  8th  as  scheduled. 

San  Andreas  reservoir  was  treated  with  copper  sulfate  for 
the  control  of  algae. 

Bacteriological  quality  of  the  water  in  Peninsula  reser- 
voirs remained  essentially  unchanged  during  the  month  of  June, 
permitting  a  continuation  of  relatively  low  dosages  of  chlorine 
attained  during  the  latter  part  of  May.    The  bacteriological 
quality  of  all  water  delivered  during  June  remained  well  within 
the  limits  of  the  U.  S.  Public  Health  Drinking  Water  Standards. 


WATER  CONDITIONS 

Water  from  both  San  Antonio  and  Calaveras  reservoirs  is 
now  being  treated  by  Sunol  Filtration  Plant  for  delivery  to  con 
sumers,  together  with  imported  water  from  Hetch  Hetchy  sources. 

Over  3.4  billion  gallons  of  water  that  otherwise  would 
have  been  wasted  as  spill  from  Calaveras  reservoir  was  trans- 
ferred to  San  Antonio  reservoir  during  April  and  May  1967.  On 
July  1,  1968 s  this  water  together  with  natural  runoff  from  the 
San  Antonio  watershed  represented  over  one-third  (1/3)  of  the 
total  storage  in  Alameda  reservoirs  and  materially  improves  our 
ability  to  meet  the  increasing  need  for  water. 

Scheduling  of  transmission  of  water  to  consumers  and 
terminal  reservoirs  is  being  planned  to  accommodate  short  shut- 
down periods  of  delivery  from  Hetch  Hetchy  Aqueduct  as  required 
to  accomplish  Moccasin  Power  House  construction.

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SERVICE  RENEWALS 

During  the  fiscal  year  a  total  to  6,102  old,  corroded  or 
undersized  service  pipes  were  replaced. 


METER  REPAIRS 

The  Department's  meter  shop  repaired  a  total  of  7,93*1 
meters  during  fiscal  1967-68.     In  addition,  a  program  of 
shipping  meters  to  a  meter  manufacturer  for  repair  and  return 
was  initiated  to  overcome  an  accumulated  backlog  of  old  meters 
still  in  service.    Under  this  program,  a  total  of  2,412  meters 
were  repaired  and  returned  to  the  Department  during  the  fiscal 
year,  bringing  to  10,346  the  total  of  all  meters  that  were  shop 
repaired.    Minor  repairs  to  meters  that  could  be  accomplished 
in  the  field  totaled  4,468  during  1967-68. 


WATER  MAIN  FLUSHING 

During  1967-68,  a  total  of  686,300  feet  of  3"  through 
12"  diameter  water  mains  were  flushed  within  the  city  piping 
system.    During  these  operations  a  total  of  677  gate  valves  were 
operated  and  or  checked  and  140  blowoff  valves  w;ere  operated, 
thus  providing  a  functional  check  of  their  serviceability. 


WATER  MAIN  LEAKS 

During  1967-68,  a  total  of  291  leaks  were  repaired  on 
water  mains  within  the  City  Distribution  System.     Some  older 
pipelines  account  for  many  of  these  needed  repairs. 


BAY  AREA  RAPID  TRANSIT 

Market  Street.     A  revised  scope  (Scheme  B)  for  the 
structure  between  First  and  Beale  Streets,  where  transit  cars 
and  Muni  cars  will  cross  over  from  inbound  to  outbound  travel, 
has  been  modified  to  include  the  restoration  of  water  mains  over 
this  structure.     Plans  and  specifications  are  being  revised  to 
accommodate  this  change  in  scope. 

1961  BOND  FUND  PROJECTS 

Crystal  Springs  Bypass  Tunnel  was  93$  completed  within 
62$  of  the  scheduled  time.

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In  setting  up  the  program,  Mr.  Dwyer  said,  25  financial  and  legal 
firms  throughout  the  nation  were  contacted.     Fourteen  of  these  firms 
submitted  proposals  to  the  non-profit  corporation  to  assist  in  the 
financing  of  the  non-profit  corporation,  which  consists  of  a  seven- 
member  Board  of  Directors  appointed  by  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto  on 
June  7,  196  8.     The  officers  and  members  of  the  corporation  are  as 
follows ;

All  firms  submitting  proposals  appeared  before  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  non-profit  corporation  to  make  oral  presentations. 

After  review  and  a  long  discussion  on  the  results  of  the  proposals 
received,  The  Board  members  voted  to  retain  the  San  Francisco  law 
firm  of  Dooling,  Kelly  and  Moiseeff  as  legal  advisor,  and  the  firm  of 
Salomon  Brothers  and  Iiutzler  and  Allen  and  Company  of  Mew  York  as 
financial  consultants  to  serve  as  underwriter  or  purchaser  of  the 
bonds „ 

Mr.  Ross  told  the  Commission  that  he  reviewed  the  Letter  of  Intent  of 
the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Improvement  Corporation  now 
before  the  Commission.     It  is  one  in  which  they  offer  to  procure  for 
the  Commission,  or  on  its  behalf,  subject  to  PUC's  specifications 
and  taking  of  bids,  the  required  equipment  for  the  Municipal  Railway. 
They  will  undertake  to  finance  the  purchase  of  the  equipment  and 
lease  it  to  the  City,  and  at  the  end  of  a  certain  period  of  time  the 
equipment  becomes  the  property  of  the  City.     Mr.   Ross  said  the 
arrangements  with  Salomon  Brothers  and  Kutzler  and  Allen  are  very 
good  under  which  they  agree  to  underwrite  and  offer  bonds,  subject  to 
approval  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission,  before  it  makes  any 
award.     Mr.  Ross  said  in  his  opinion  the  necessary  restraints  are 
there;  also,  the  necessary  checks  and  reviews.     The  firm  is  experi- 
enced in  the  field,  Mr.  Ross  said. 

Commissioner  Chase  said  the  record  should  show  that  he,  as  well  as 
Commissioner  Goldman,  also  read  the  14  proposals  submitted  by  the 
financial  firms,  and  have  also  followed  the  actions  of  the  non-profit 
corporation.     Commissioner  Chase  said  he  approved  of  what  the 
corporation  has  done  and  its  selection  of  the  financial  firm  and  the 
legal  advisor. 

Commissioner  Goldman  concurred  with  Commissioner  Chase's  statement. 

Gedale  Horowitz  and  Arnold  Ilappeny  outlined  for  the  Commission  the 
next  steps  to  be  taken  in  this  method  of  financing,  and  the  estimated 
time?  i.e.,  Internal  Revenue  Service  ruling  re  the  sale  by  this 
corporation  of  tax-exempt  bonds;  the  trust  indenture,  the  contract 
between  the  issuing  body  and  the  ultimate  buyers  of  the  securities? 
the  lease  agreement  between  the  non-orofit  corporation  and  the 
Commission?  as  well  as  amortization  schedule  of  the  bonds.     All  of 
these  steps  and  documents  will  be  discussed  with  Mr.  Dwyer  and  the 
Commission  will  be  kept  aware  as  each  step  of  the  procedure  is 
reached. 
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Mr.  Happeny  estimated  approval  from  the  IRS  would  take  from  60  to 
90  days.. 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  if  the  amount  under  consideration,  $51.5 
million,  was  a  flexible  figure  upward  or  downward  depending  upon 
the  cost  of  the  equipment. 

Mr.  Dwyer  replied  the  $51.5  million  was  a  maximum  figure,  but  would 
be  less  if  the  request  for  Federal  funds  is  granted. 

Miss  Marguerite    Jarren,  Secretary,  Central  Council  of  Civic  Clubs, 
asked  if  the  lease  would  specify  the  exact  number  of  each  type  of 
vehicle . 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  three  transit  consultants  retained  by  the 
Commission  are  presently  planning  now  but  have  not  concluded  their 
deliberations.     The  total  funds  of  $51.5  million  will  enable  the 
Commission  to  have  enough  diversity  to  select  the  type  of  vehicle 
needed. 

The  Commission  complimented  the  representatives  of  the  financial  and 
legal  counsels  to  the  non-profit  corporation  on  their  interest,  and 
wished  them  well  in  the  undertaking.

In  discussing  Resolution  Ho,  68-0646,  reaffirming  Commission  policy 
that  San  Francisco  International  Airport  should  continue  its  own 
security  program  rather  than  contract  with  the  San  Mateo  County 
Sheriff  for  that  service,  Mr.  Carr  said  it  is  necessary  that  the 
Commission  again  enunciate  a  firm  policy  in  this  regard.     Rep re - 
senatives  of  the  County  of  San  Mateo  have,  from  time  to  time, 
suggested  that  their  Sheriff's  office  take  over  the  policing  of  the 
Airport. 

He  said  it  would  be  a  serious  mistake  to  give  the  policing  of  the 
Airport,  with  no  control  over  its  procedures,  to  another  county. 

Mr.  Finn  read  the  proposed  resolution.     On  roll  call  it  was  unani- 
mously adopted.

In  discussing  Resolution  No.  68-0647,  AD  Contract  397  for  General 
Aviation  Parking  Apron  and  Taxiway  R  Extension  at  the  Airport, 
Commissioner  Goldman  spoke  on  the  matter  of  General  Aviation  at 
San  Francisco  International  Airport.     He  said  it  would  behoove  the 
Commission  to  reduce  general  aviation  activities  at  the  Airport, 
rather  than  encourage  it,  in  view  of  the  growing  congestion  at  air- 
ports nationally,  and  the  increased  need  for  airspace. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  the  Commission  must  take  at  some  time  a 
firm  stand  for  discouraging  general  aviation  at  the  Airport. 

Mr.  Carr  and  Airport  Manager  George  F.  Hansen  pointed  out  that  this 
particular  contract  is  a  portion  of  a  FAA- approved  project  and 
participated  in  by  the  FAA  to  the  extent  that  they  are  paying  one- 
half  of  the  cost.     To  take  a  firm  stand  at  this  point  might  get  the 
Commission  into  legal  difficulties  with  the  FAA.

In  discussing  Resolution  No.   63-0657,  approving  bid  call  for 
Municipal  Railway  Vending  Machine  Agreement,  John  T.  Squire, 
President  of  Local  250A,  Transport  Workers  Union  of  America,  reauested 
an  improvement  in  the  service  and  that  the  men  be  permitted  to  have 
a  voice  in  what  type  of  foods  go  into  the  machines.     He  also  asked 
whether  the  revenues  received  by  the  City  from  these  machines  could 
not  be  spent  for  more  comfortable  facilities  in  the  gilley  room. 

Mr.  Carr  requested  Mr.  Squire  to  submit  his  views  on  the  vending 
machine  service  in  a  written  form  to  Mr.     ocds  for  consideration. 

Insofar  as  the  money  received  being  spent  for  the  men,  Mr.  Carr  said 
City  Charter  requires  that  money  be  added  to  revenue  received  by  the 
.Municipal  Railway  and  it  is  then  appropriated  by  the  Board  of 
Supervisors .

The  Commission  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  no.   6  8-065  3,  regarding 
supplemental  appropriation  of  funds  to  provide  for  payment  of 
additional  compensation,  related  retirement  and  fringe  benefits,  to 
Municipal  Railway  platform  employees  in  accordance  with  the 
Annual  Salary  Ordinance,  as  amended,  pursuant  to  authority  contained 
in  Charter  Section  151.3.1.     The  estimated  amount  of  the  appropri- 
ation $3,500,000  was  amended  to  read  the  correct  figure  of  $3,868,664. 

Commissioner  Goldman  stated  he  had  been  advised  by  the  City  Attorney's 
Office  that  if  any  of  the  Commissioners  were  to  vote  contrary  to  this 
that  he  would  be  accused  of  malfeasance.     He  said  he  didn't  think  the 
Commissioners  were  prepared  to  face  that  charge,  but  that  he  however 
wished  to  express  his  concern. 

He  said  the  Commission  was  placed  in  a  position  where  it  v/as  being 
asked  to  approve  an  increase  of  $4  million  which  will  ultimately  come 
out  of  the  charge  to  the  taxpayers  and  represent  2  0  cents  additional 
in  the  tax  rate.     The  figure  involved  represents  approximately  $2,000 
per  man,  and  he  was  advised  the  present  rate  of  pay  plus  the  supple- 
ments amounted  to  $10,000  per  man,  or  20  r>er  cent  of  the  tax  doilar 
for  the  Municipal  Railway  operators.     This  is  great,  he  said,  if  we 
can  afford  it. 

He  said  he  understood,  as  a  consequence  of  the  proposition  voted  on 
last  November,  Proposition  G,  the  prime  item  causing  this  tremendous 
increase  was  the  change  in  the  retirement  benefit.     This  was  voted 
when  the  public  had  no  idea  as  to  what  the  cost  would  be.     But  it  is 
in  the  open  now,  he  said,  and  he  wished  the  record  to  indicate  what 
the  Commission  is  approving  and  the  fact  it  has  no  choice  in  the 
matter. 
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Deputy  City  Attorney  Cohen  said  that  under  Charter  Section  151.3.1 
this  is  not  a  discretionary  act  on  the  part  of  the  Commission  in 
making  the  necessary  appropriation  to  pay  these  increased  benefits. 
The  discretion  rested  with  the  Board  of  Supervisors  when  establishing 
these  conditions.     The  Commission  has  no  discretion  in  this  matter, 
he  said,  it  must  vote  "yes."

General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities  Calendar  Items; 

Mr.  Carr  said  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board  is  holding  a  meeting  next 
week  with  a  number  of  aircraft  carriers  and  four  major  airport 
operators;  namely,  New  York   (John  F.  Kennedy),  Washington,  D.C. , 
Chicago  (O'Hare) ,  and  Los  Angeles,  on  the  matter  of  reduction  of  air 
congestion.     San  Francisco  is  not  one  of  the  airports  involved,  and 
will  not  be  present  at  this  meeting. 

At  the  same  time  there  will  be  a  meeting  in  Washington  of  the 
Airport  Operators  Council  International,  to  discuss  this  subject. 

Inasmuch  as  the  CAB  meeting  will  be  strictly  limited  to  the  four  air- 
ports, Mr.  Carr  said  it  is  his  recommendation  that  neither  he  nor 
Mr.  Hansen  attend  that  meeting. 

He  said  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  AOCI ,  of  which  he  was  a  member, 
was  scheduled  to  meet  on  August  18-21,  1968,  in  Jackson  Hole, 
Wyoming.     This  subject  would  be  discussed  at  the  conference.  The 
Commission  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  No.  68-0661  authorizing 
Mr.  Carr  to  proceed  to  this  meeting.

Roll  Call: 

Commissioner  Goldman  asked  for  a  progress  report  on  the  Junipero 
Serra  Freeway  matter. 

Deputy  City  Attorney  Jerome  Cohen  reported  that  he  attended  the 
meeting  of  the  State  Highway  Commission  at  San  Diego  a  couple  of 
weeks  ago,  with  H.  C.  Medberry  of  the  Water  Department.     At  that 
time  the  Highway  Commission  asked  for  his  comments  on  a  proposal 
for  acquisition  of  scenic  easements. 

Mr.  Cohen  said  he  informed  them  such  easements  would  not  solve  the 
problem.     The  real  question  was  the  land  taken  by  the  freeway  itself, 
and  not  the  land  on  each  side. 
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He  said  he  explained  the  freeway  would  take  18  8  to  about  300  acres  of 
prime  area  for  recreational  purposes  and  if  that  were  done  it  would 
destroy  the  area  for  recreational  use. 

Therefore,  he  said,  this  proposal  to  acquire  scenic  easements  was 
useless.     It  does  not  change  the  picture  at  all. 

It  is  the  Highway  Commission's  impression  that  the  acquisition  of  the 

scenic  easement  would  be  nominal  in  cost.     We  are  talking  about 

50  per  cent  of  cash  value,  he  said,  something  like  upwards  to 

$25  million.     It  is  ridiculous,  he  said.     The  Highway  Commission  is 

concerned  about  $10  million  additional  cost  for  the  ridge  route  — 

cost  of  scenic  easements  is  $25  million! 

Mr.  Cohen  said  his  understanding  is  that  there  are  not  funds  available 
for  scenic  easements.     Although  the  State  has  been  authorized  by  law 
to  acquire  scenic  easements,  they  have  only  acquired  one.     This  par- 
ticular highway  does  not  qualify  for  the  program  of  scenic  easements. 

He  repeated  that  he  did  not  think  acquisition  of  scenic  easements 
answers  the  question,  so  it  is  not  really  germane  to  the  problem. 

Mr.  Cohen  said  the  Highway  Commission  reaffirmed  their  position  on  the 
routing  along  the  water's  edge.     In  other  words,  they  refused  to 
consider  any  compromise  route  or  the  ridge  route. 

The  President  of  the  Commission  indicated  if  there  was  to  be  any  com- 
promise solution  to  this  problem  the  first  step  would  have  to  be  taken 
by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

Upon  being  questioned  by  Commissioner  Goldman,  Mr.  Cohen  said  he  had 
the  impression  from  a  statement  by  one  of  the  Highway  Commissioners 
that  if  San  Francisco  came  up  with  a  compromise  they  would  seriously 
consider  it. 

Commissioner  Goldman  said  the  burden  then  is  on  San  Francisco  to 
initiate  if  anything  is  to  be  done  in  the  sixty-day  period  set  by  the 
Federal  Highway  Administration  in  which  to  come  to  an  agreement. 

Mr.  Carr  said  he  felt  the  burden  was  equally  distributed. 


The  Commission,  upon  motion  of  Commissioner  Goldman,  seconded  by 
Commissioner  Chase,  unanimously  adopted  Resolution  No.   6  8-0662  com- 
mending former  Commissioner  Raymond  H.  Lapin  upon  his  nomination  by 
President  Johnson  to  be  the  President  of  the  new  Federal  National 
Mortgage  Association.  ^  ^  /

Attached  is  a  memorandum  report  from  William  J. 
Dwyer,  Assistant  General  Manager  of  Public  Utilities 
Commission,  Finance,  on  the  progress  of  forming  a  non- 
profit corporation  for  financing  new  equipment  for  the 
Municipal  Railway  as  contemplated  in  Resolution  No.  68-0411, 
dated  February  20,  196  8. 

Mr.  Dwyer  has  spent  many  hours  on  this  subject.  He 
has  had  the  advice  of  Controller  Nathan  B.  Cooper  on  all 
of  the  proposals  received.     He  has  also  worked  very  closely 
with  the  City  Attorney's  office  in  this  matter. 

As  indicated  in  Mr.  Dwyer 's  memorandum  over  twenty- 
five  of  the  top  financial  firms  responded  to  the  Commission's 
request  for  proposals.     Almost  every  top  financial  firm 
in  the  United  States  has  participated  in  this  program  in 
one  way  or  another. 

In  Mr.  Dwyer 's  report  it  is  mentioned  that  the  firm 
of  Salomon  Bros.   S  Hutzler  and  Allen  £  Company  have  been 
recommended  by  the  non-profit  corporation  to  act  as  the 
financial  consultants  for  the  corporation.     Also  the  firm 
of  Dooling,  Kelly  and  Moiseeff  has  been  selected  as  legal 
counsel .

Mr.  Dwyer  concurs  in  these  recommendations  whole- 
heartedly and  he  believes  that  the  proposals  from  these 
firms  are  in  the  City's  best  interest. 

Mr.  Raymond  H.  Lapin,  the  head  of  the  Federal  National 
Mortgage  Association,   (Fannie  Mae)  in  Washington,  D.  C, 
had  occasion  to  call  the  office  last  week  and  when  Mr. 
Dwyer  asked  him  for  his  opinion  of  Salomon  Bros.,  he  said 
they  were  outstanding  in  this  field  and  he  recommends 
them  very  highly. 

Salomon  Bros.'  offer  is  to  act  as  an  underwriter,  or 
purchaser  of  the  bonds. 

The  major  advantage  of  the  proposal  as  submitted  by 
Salomon  Bros,  over  the  others  is  that  the  City  will  have 
the  right  of  refusal  of  any  offer  made  by  the  firm  without 
cost  to  the  City.     This  refusal  can  be  exercised  up  to 
the  day  the  bonds  are  to  be  sold. 

Salomon  Bros,  believe  they  can  prepare  the  necessary 
documents  so  that  the  bond  cost  will  be  as  close  to  the 
general  obligation  bonds  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  as  possible.     They  believe  that  the  cost  to  the 
City  will  be  within  1/M-  and  1/2  of  1%  above  the  cost  of 
general  obligation  bonds. 

On  next  Tuesday's  calendar  you  will  have  before  you 
for  your  consideration  a  resolution  approving  the  proposal 
of  the  non-profit  corporation  to  lease  the  equipment  to 
the  City  and  recommending  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  accept 
the  membership  certificates  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal 
Railway  Improvement  Corporation. 

This  action  is  a  major  step  in  the  Commission's  goal 
of  modernizing  the  Muni.     If  approved  by  the  Commission 
and  the  Board  of  Supervisors  new  rolling  stock  is  assured 
for  the  people  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 
Delivery  could  be  made  starting  early  next  year. 

I  concur  in  Mr.  Dwyer 's  recommendation  on  financing. 

A  separate  report  will  be  submitted  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable after  John  M.  Woods  has  had  further  meetings  with  the 
Muni's  transit  consultants.     Mr.  Woods  should  be  able  to 
report  more  specifically  on  initial  equipment  needed  by 
October  1,  1968.

This  is  a  progress  report  on  the  plans  for  financing 
new  equipment  for  the  Municipal  Railway. 

On  February  20,  196  8,  the  Public  Utilities  Commission 
by  Resolution  No.  68-0411  authorized  the  General  Manager 
of  Public  Utilities  to  actively  and  deligently  explore 
all  interested  parties  on  the  non-profit  method  of 
financing.     It  further  provided  that  the  General  Manager 
submit  a  specific  proposal  on  this  method  of  financing  as 
soon  as  possible. 

Since  the  above  date  I  have  spent  the  major  part  of 
my  time  on  this  project.     During  this  time  I  have  had  the 
legal  assistance  of  Mr.  Jerry  Cohen  of  the  City  Attorney's 
office. 

We  travelled  to  Washington,  D.  C. ,  New  York  City  and 
San  Diego  to  contact  and  talk  with  people  and  firms  that 
have  had  knowledge  of  the  non-profit  type  of  financing.

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Copies  of  a  memorandum  dated  February  15,  1968,  which 
outlined  the  proposed  financing  schedule  were  sent  to  all 
parties  that  we  knew  would  be  interested  in  this  program. 

In  addition  to  this,  advertisements  were  placed  in  the 
Wall  Street  Journal  and  the  San  Francisco  Examiner  during 
the  month  of  March,  1968 . 

As  a  result  of  this  above  method,  contact  was  made 
with  approximately  twenty-five  financial  and  legal  firms 
throughout  the  country. 

Of  these  twenty-five  firms,  fourteen  firms  submitted 
a  proposal  to  assist  in  the  financing  of  the  non-profit 
corporation,  a  list  of  whom  is  attached. 

On  June  7,  1968,  Mayor  Joseph  L.  Alioto  appointed 
seven  members  to  the  non-profit  corporation,  which  was 
named  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Improvement 
Corporation . 

The  corporation  held  its  first  meeting  on  July  2,  1968 
and  elected  its  officers.  The  officers  and  members  of  this 
corporation  are  as  follows :

The  directors  of  the  San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway 
Improvement  Corporation  then  invited  all  firms  that  had 
presented  proposals  to  appear  before  the  corporation  and 
to  make  an  oral  presentation.

At  the  meeting  of  the  Directors  on  July  22,  the 
members  directed  me  to  review  all  proposals  submitted  and

On  July  29,  1968,  the  Board  members  had  their  fourth 
meeting  and  after  a  long  discussion  on  the  results  of 
the  proposals  received,  voted  to  retain  the  firm  of 
Dooling,  Kelly  and  Moiseeff  as  legal  advisor  and  the  firm 
of  Salomon  Brothers  &  Hutzler  and  Allen  and  Company  as 
financial  consultants.

Gentlemen : 

San  Francisco  Municipal  Railway  Improvement  Cor- 
poration (herein  called  the  "Corporation")  is  a  non-profit 
corporation  organized  by  citizens  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  "and  leasing  to 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  acting  through  its 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  real  and  personal  property  to 
be  used  in  the  operation  of  a  public  mass  transportation 
system.     The  Corporation  was  formed  in  response  to  Resolu- 
tion No.   68-0141  of  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  recogniz- 
ing the  desirability  of  utilizing  the  non-profit  corporation 
method  of  financing  a  modernized  municipal  railway  for  San 
Francisco.     This  letter  is  intended  to  outline  the  initial 
proposal  of  the  Corporation  for  accomplishing  this  purpose 
for  the  benefit  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
(herein  called  the  "City").     The  Corporation  proposes  to 
take  the  following  steps,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
City: 
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1.  The  Corporation  will  enter  into  an  agreement 
with  the  City,  acting  through  its  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion, whereby  the  Corporation  will  undertake  to  purchase 
motor  coaches,  electric  coaches,  transit  cars  and  other 
equipment  needed  for  the  municipal  railway.     The  equipment 
will  be  purchased  from  time  to  time,  as  requested  by  the 
Public  Utilities  Commission,  from  bidders  chosen  by  the  City 
after  the  City,  acting  as  agent  for  the  Corporation,  has 
held  public  competitive  bidding  for  the  purchase  of  equipment 
of  specifications  determined  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion . 

2.  The  Corporation  will  lease  the  equipment  thus 
purchased  to  the  City  for  fixed  terms,  varying  in  accord- 
ance with  the  useful  life,  of  the  various  types  of  equip- 
ment, at  a  rental  sufficient  to  pay  the  debt  service  on 

the  bonds  of  the  Corporation  and  miscellaneous  operating 
expenses  of  the  Corporation,  but  in  no  event  exceeding  the 
fair  rental  value  of  the  equipment.  If  all  of  the  rentals 
due  from  the  City  under  the  lease  have  been  paid,  the  City 
will  have  the  right  to  acquire  full  title  to  the  equipment 
at  the  end  of  the  term  of  each  lease,  either  automatically 
or  upon  payment  of  a  nominal  consideration. 

3.  To  finance  the  cost  of  the  equipment,  the 
Corporation  will  issue  and  sell  its  bonds  in  an  aggregate 
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principal  amount  not  exceeding  $51,  500,  000 .     The  debt  service 
on  the  bonds  will  be  paid  from  the  rentals  received  by  the 
Corporation  pursuant  to  the  leases. 

4.  The  Corporation  has  entered  into  an  agreement 
with  Salomon  Brothers  &  Hutzler  and  Allen  &  Company  pursuant 
to  which  those  firms  will  negotiate  for  the  purchase  of  the 
bonds  and  act  as  underwriters.     The  bonds  will  be  sold  only 
at  interest  rates  and  other  such  conditions  as  shall  be 
approved  by  the  Public  Utilities  Commission. 

5.  The  Corporation  has  employed  Messrs.  Dooling, 
Kelly  and  Moiseeff,   Suite  744,    1255  Post  Street,   San  Francisco 
California,   as  its  general  counsel  to  represent  it  in  all 
phases  of  the  transaction,   and  will  employ  Messrs.  Orrick, 
Herrington,   Rowley  &  Sutcliffe,   405  Montgomery  Street,  San 
Francisco,   California,   as  its  bond  counsel  in  connection 

with  the  authorization,    issuance  and  sale  of  its  bonds. 

6.  "    All  membership  certificates  of  the  Corporation 
will  be  held  in  trust  by  a  bank  or  trust  company  to  be 
designated  for  that  purpose,    to  the  end  that,   upon  the  pay- 
ment and  retirement  of  all  indebtedness  incurred  by  the 
Corporation,    title  to  the  membership  certificates  will  vest 
in  the  City  free  and  clear  of  all  claims  of  the  present 
members.     At  that  time  the  City  may  vote  the  membership 
certificates  to  dissolve  the  Corporation  and  transfer  all 
of  its  property  to  the  City. 
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7.  The  Corporation  will  apply  to  the  Commissioner 
of  Corporations  of  the  State  of  California  for  a  permit 
authorizing  the  Issuance  of  its  bonds  and  will  apply  to 

the  Internal  Revenue  Service  for  a  ruling  that  the  interest 
upon  its  bonds  will  not  be  subject  to  federal  income  tax, 
that  income  received  by  the  Corporation  will  not  be  subject 
to  federal  income  tax  and  that  the  purchases  of  equipment 
will  not  be  subject  to  federal  excise  tax. 

8.  It  is  understood  that  the  City  may  be  able 
to  obtain  a  grant  of  federal  funds  to  provide  for  some  of 
the  equipment  needed  for  the  municipal  railway,  and  the 
Corporation  will  proceed  in  all  respects,  in  cooperation 
with  the  City,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  preserve  that  possi- 
bility . 

It  must  be  understood  that  the  accomplishment  of 
this  proposal  and  the  Corporation's  undertaking  to  complete 
the  financing  are  contingent  upon  its  ability  to  secure  a 
permit  from  the  Commissioner  of  Corporations  of  the  State 
of  California  and  a  ruling  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Service, 
as  above  outlined,  and  its  ability  to  sell  its  proposed 
bonds,  and  also  upon  the  amendment  by  the  City  of  the  Ad- 
ministrative Code  so  as  to  permit  the  leasing  of  the  equip- 
ment from  the  Corporation  without  competitive  bidding  on 
such  leases.     In  the  event  that  either  such  permit  or  such

ruling  is  not  obtained,  or  that  the  Corporation  is  unable 
to  market  its  bonds,  or  that  the  Administrative  Code  is  not 
so  amended,  the  Corporation  will  be  under  no  obligation  of 
any  kind  whatsoever  to  the  City.

Policy  regarding  Policing  of  the 
Airport  and  its  Relation  to  the 
Sheriff's  Office,  San  Mateo  Count 


Representatives  of  the  County  of  San  Mateo  have,  from  time  to  time, 
advanced  the  proposition  that  the  San  Mateo  County  Sheriff's  office 
take  over  the  policing  of  San  Francisco  International  Airport.  As 
recently  as  June  25th,  James  Fitzgerald,  Chairman  of  the  San  Mateo 
County  Board  of  Supervisors,  addressed  a  letter  to  Mayor  Alioto  in 
which  he  said: 

"The  San  Mateo  County  Sheriff's  Department  is  preparing  a 
policing  program  for  all  off-field  activities.     The  plan 
is  based  on  absorbing  qualified  personnel  and  phasing 
out  others  by  attrition." 

In  view  of  these  periodic  suggestions  on  the  part  of  San  Mateo 
County  officials,  it  is  necessary  that  the  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion annunciate  a  firm  policy  decision  insofar  as  the  position  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  is  concerned. 

The  present  airport  security  force  numbers  44  men,  all  of  whom 
are  under  Civil  Service,  with  equity  in  the  retirement  plan  and 
other  benefits  enjoyed  by  city  employees. 

Discussions  are  presently  in  progress  with  Civil  Service  to  change 
the  job  title  of  these  men  from  Airport  Security  Officer  to  Airport 
Police  Officer,  which  will  more  properly  reflect  the  character  of 
their  work. 


Individually,  and  collectively  through  their  union  affiliation, 
they  would  be  opposed  to  a  physical  transfer  to  San  Mateo  County; 
in  fact,  all  of  them  would  not  qualify  since  they  would  not  meet 
the  more  rigid  requirements  of  full  deputization  under  the  San 
Mateo  County  Sheriff. 

There  would  be  no  saving  in  cost.     A  recent  study  disclosed  it 
would  result  in  greater  expense  to  the  airport. 
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Public  Utilities  Commission 
2  -  July  16,  1968 

Most  importantly,  it  would  be  a  serious  mistake  to  give  the 

policing  of  the  airport,  with  no  control  over  its  procedures, 

to  another  county.     The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  has 

the  primary  burden  of  responsibility  with  respect  to  air  travelers 

moving  through  San  Francisco  International  Airport. 

There  are  strong  implications  of  public  relations  in  policing 
activity,  which,  if  not  under  the  airport's  control,  could  have 
a  very  detrimental  effect  on  the  City's  image  with  the  travelling 
public . 

While  it  is  improbable  that  the  Civil  Service  Commission  and  the 
Board  of  Supervisors  would  approve  a  transfer  of  airport  policing 
to  San  Mateo  County,  it  is  recommended  that  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  initially  oppose  such  a  move.     An  appropriate  resolution 
to  this  effect  has  been  prepared  for  your  consideration,  a  copy 
of  which  is  attached.

3E  IT  RESOLVED,  That  this  Commission  believes  the  best  interest  of  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  will  be  served  by  continuing  the  present 
security  program  for  the  fundamental  reason  that  the  airport  security 
officers  are  an  integral  part  of  the  City's  total  airport  employments 
and  to  separate  this  one  group  for  assignment  to  another  jurisdiction  would 
not  be  a  beneficial  step  but,  rather,  would  reflect  a  serious  abdication 
from  the  responsibilities  of  the  airport  to  its  patrons.

Traffic  Summary  (June  and  Fiscal  1967-68) 

New  highs  in  air  passenger,  mail  and  air  freight  volumes  were  reached 
during  the  1967-68  fiscal  year.    Air  express  shipments  showed  a  ,23  per  cent  decline, 

Year  totals  and  comparative  figures  for  the  previous  fiscal  period  were:

The  June  passenger  total  of  1,374,717  was  an  all-time  high  for  a  single 
month.    The  previous  monthly  record  was  last  August's  figure  of  1,367,213« 

Record  monthly  highs  also  were  set  during  the  year  in  shipments  of 
U.  S.  Mail  (28,640,029  pounds  in  December);  air  express  (1,577,550  pounds  last 
October),  and  air  freight  (51,087,735  pounds  in  May). 

The  fiscal  year  passenger  total  (13,432,197)  was  more  than  the  total  of 
domestic  passengers  of  all  scheduled  United  States  airlines  in  1948  —  just  20 
years  ago.    That  figure  was  12,750,000  according  to  Air  Transport  Association 
reports. 

Aircraft  movements  -...»  landings  and  take-offs  —  for  the  year  totaled 
34l, 229 ♦    Of  these,  283,920  were  by  scheduled  air  carrier,  a  gain  of  l8  per  cent 
over  the  prior  fiscal  year.    Movements  by  military  aircraft  numbered  5,630,  and 
general  aviation  classifications  (non-scheduled  carrier  and  itinerant  or  locally- 
based  private  and/or  corporate  planes,  5,281). 
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Aircraft  movements  reached  a  peak  in  June  with  a  total  of  30,120  for  the 
month  or  a  daily  average  of  1,007* 

There  was  a  leveling  off  in  air  freight  shipments.    The  year's  increase 
was  below  projections  of  a  20  per  cent  annual  growth  made  two  years  ago.  However, 
industry  leaders  are  optimistic  as  to  the  future  outlook  for  cargo  volume  expan- 
sion. 

The  marked  gain  in  shipments  of  U.  S.  Mail  by  air  largely  is  attributable 
to  the  shifting  of  first  class  and  other  high  priority  mail  from  surface  to  air 
transportation . 
Regional  Aviation  Study: 

An  application  for  federal  funds  was  completed  at  the  monthly  meeting 
of  the  Bay  Area  Study  of  Aviation  Requirements  Committee.    An  appropriation  of 
$35*000  as  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  share  of  the  study  costs  won 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Finance  Committee.

Full  Airport  courtesies  and  assistance  were  given  on  the  arrival  and 
subsequent  departure  of  Vice  President  Hubert  H.  Humphrey  and  party. 
Airport  Visitors: 

Messrs.  Leslie  Green,  General  Manager  of  London's  Gatwick  Airport,  and 
Douglas  Ramage,  Deputy  Director/Research  &  Projects  for  the  British  Airports 
Authority,  were  briefed  on  San  Francisco  International  Airport  expansion  plans  by 
Airport  General  Manager,  George  F.  Hansen,  and  Assistant  General  Manager  for 
Planning  and  Development,  Dale  H.  Fearn. 

Other  visitors  included  Maurice  Bianchi,  architect,  and  Maxenxe  Griffon 
du  Bellay,  civil  engineer,  from  Air  France. 


Strikes  End: 

Pilots  of  British  Overseas  Airways  Corporation  ended  a  16-day  strike  on 
July  3*    Traffic  at  San  Francisco  International  Airport  was  not  noticeably  affected 
as  air  travelers  apparently  used  other  airlines. 

A  strike  of  Barrett  Transportation  Co.  bus  drivers  also  was  concluded 
after  nearly  a  month.    Western  Greyhound  Bus  Lines  and  the  Yellow  Cab  Co.  of 
San  Franc  isco^  provided  extra  service  with  the  result  that  air  travelers  were  not 
inconvenienced  to  any  great  degree. 
Skytrain  to  Airport: 

Airline  officials  met  with  representatives  of  the  San  Francisco  Redevelop- 
ment Agency  and  General  Electric  Co^  relative  to  a  skytrain  or  other  type  of  mono- 
rail system  between  San  Francisco  International  Airport  and  a  proposed  transporta- 
tion center  in  the  Yerba  Buena  Center  development.    The  airlines  were  asked  to 
underwrite  $26,300  for  planning  and  design  of  the  transportation  center,  and  the 
request  was  referred  back  to  the  airlines.    Expressions  voiced  by  the  airline 
officials  were  that  such  a  system,  if  constructed,  must  be  financially  self- 
supporting. 

Garage/Parking  Lot  Lease: 

Modifications  and  changes  in  the  lease  proposal  for  the  Airport  Garage 
and  parking  lots  were  completed  for  Commission  approval  on  July  30,  and  the 
completed  forms  delivered  to  the  City's  Director  of  Properties  for  distribution 
to  interested  bidders. 
Youth  Training  Program: 

Fourteen  San  Francisco  teen-agers  are  enrolled  in  the  first  Neighborhood 
Youth  Corps  on-the-job  training  program.    They  are  being  given  instruction  in  ramp 
service  by  Air  West,  Pacific  Southwest  Airlines,  Air  California  and  International 
Flight  Service. 


Air  Traffic  Snarls: 

Air  space  congestion  at  some  major  eastern  air  hubs  made  news  headlines 
during  the  month.    However,  San  Francisco  International  Airport  did  not  experience 
similar  conditions.    Some  flights  to  San  Francisco  International  Airport  with 
departure  times  in  the  east  during  peak  traffic  periods  experienced  delays,  some 
considerable,  although  some  time  was  made  up  en  route.    Some  departures  from 
San  Francisco  International  Airport  experienced  delays  due  to  conditions  at  air- 
ports of  destination. 

Airport  Talk; 

The  importance  of  the  Airport  to  the  economy  of  the  Bay  Region  generally 
and  San  Mateo  County  in  particular  was  emphasized  in  a  talk  to  the  Daly  City 
Rotary  Club.    Approximately  50  members  were  present.    Plans  for  expansion  to  meet 
future  commercial  aviation  requirements  also  were  reviewed.

He  said  that  after  meetings  with  the  Controller  and  the 
Purchaser  of  Supplies  and  the  Controller's  insurance  analysts,  Mund, 
McLaurn  &  Co.,  it  was  decided  to  go  out  to  bid  again,  and  ask  the 
insurance  companies  to  submit  bids  on  items  that  they  can  cover — -in 
this  way  we  will  know  what  coverage  we  can  get  and  the  cost  of  the 
coverage.     When  the  bids  are  received  they  will  be  reviewed  and  it 
will  be  decided  whether  to  take  the  insurance  or  whether  we  should 
self-insure.     Mr.  Dwyer  said  the  Commission  would  be  informed  of  the 
results  of  the  second  bid. 

In  answer  to  Commission  Chase's  question,  Mr.  Dwyer  said  that  the  City 
is  self-insured  in  the  amount  of  $1,037,500,  and  that  new  bid  calls 
for  insurance  coverage  should  be  out  before  the  end  of  the  week. 

Commissioner  McDonnell  asked  how  much  has  been  spent  on  claims  against 
the  City  and  Mr.  Finn  answered  that  it  has  averaged  about  $1,200,000 
over  the  past  ten  years. 

Miss  Marguerite  Warren,  Secretary,  Council  of  Civic  Clubs,  said  that 
the  City  should  insist  on  getting  riot  coverage  from  the  insurance 
companies,  that  the  insurance  companies  should  not  be  allowed  to 
eliminate  this  coverage  from  their  policies  the  way  they  have  been 
doing  lately.
